B erlin, March 10.—Fuueral ser­ 
vices were held over the rem ains of 
Em peror W illiam in the mortuary 
cham ber in the palace last evening. 
The cham ber was profusely decorated 
w ith Howe re. Dowager Em; ress Au­ 
gusta, G rand Duke and Duchess of 
Badcu, Crown Prince and 
Crown 
Princess of Sweden and other royal 
personages attended the services. The 
body of the Em peror lies in the same 
position which the Monarch occupied 
when he expired. 
A crucifix lays 
upon his breast and an ivory cross in 
his right hand. Chaplain Egl, in his 
sermon, alluded lo the moment when 
the Em press Augusta held the hand 
of her dying consort. 
After the services, the late E m ­ 
peror’s aide de camp, Lieut. Gen. 
Lelmdorff, acted as a guard of honor 
a t the dead Monarch’s couch. 
The 
municipal authori ies will wear rnourn- 
in / for six weeks. 
All the newspapers with the r ingle 
exception of the Volksblatl uro pub 
lisbed with deep borders of black. 


TJJE LY IN G -IN -ST A T E . 
The body of the Em peror will re­ 
m ain in the mortuary cham ber until 
the requiem service in the Hag-room 
to-day, w hich will be attended by 
m em bers of the royal family ami 
their suites, Prince Bismarck, Count 
Von Moltke and the chief Court offi­ 
cials. Later the body v\i I be taken to 
the Cathedral, where it will lie in 
state by Em peror Frederick’s order in 
accordance with the desire of the 
deceased ruler. The body will be clad 
in the uniform of the First Regiment 
Guards and will be enveloped in a 
m ilitary clonk. 
The guard of honor will be relieved 
every six hours. The Victoria and 
Charlottenherg 
castle 
rooms have 
been allotted to Countess Perponcher, 
two aides-de-camp, iierr Von Seck- 
endotlV and Drs. Mackenzie, Hovell 
and Schroder. 
i rincesses Victoria 
Sophia and M argaret will reside at 
Em peror Frederick's palace in Berlin. 


T H E F IN A L C ER EM O N IES. 
Regarding the funeral of the Emp­ 
eror and other ceremonies nothing 
has been settled yet, as all depends 
upon tho orders of the new Emperor. 
The w ill will not be opened before th 
Em peror’s arrival here, but it trans­ 
pired th at Em peror W illiam express­ 
ed the wish th a t his funeral should be 
without any pomp. 
The city presented 
yesterday a 
scene of deep mourning. 
Sorrow 
was depicted on every face, and the 
streets, especially those near Linden 
avenue, woie a very mournful ap­ 
pearance. It was a quarter to 9 when 
the news was first made known to the 
crowd. 
At first tho news was not be­ 
lieved, but when tho purple im perial 
standard was seen to be at halt-mast, 
there was no longer room for doubt. 
From this m om ent the crowd began 
swelling rapidly and in a quarter of an 
hour a living m ass of several thou­ 
sand stood 011 the U nter den Linden 
and thousands more came hurrying to 
the spot from all parts of the city. 


D E L I’ EM OTION W A S V ISIB L E 
On the faces of all, but it was evident 
th at the event had been long ex­ 
pected, and th at the people were pre­ 
pared for it. 
The crowd soon in 
creased 1o such an extent that detach­ 
m ents of police were sent off to the 
palace, and they closed the U nter den 
Linden and the square in front of the 
palace to traffic and pedestrians. On 
the palace the purple standard was 
llying at half m ast, but on the Crown 
Prince’s palace there was no flag. All 
at once, at 11 o'clock, tho im perial 
standard 
rose 
slowly. 
Windows 
were opened and there seemed to he 
great preparations going on for the 
reception of the new Emperor. 
E xtra edit ions of newspapers which 
gave detailed accounts of the E m ­ 
peror’s last hours were rapidly sold, 
and the shrill cries of news-vendors 
made strange contrast to the general 
silence and the sadness. A few min­ 
utes before 10 o’clock cannon shots 
were heard. 
It was 


TH E M OURNING SA L UT E 
Of the arm y, which rolled like thun­ 
der over the city, while the church 
bells tolled solemly. 
M eanwhile ear 
riage after carriage brought different 
persons of rank who came to offer 
their 
condolence to the unhappy 
Empress. 
The bodv of Em peror W illiam has 
been enbafm ed and now lies in state 
in tho hall of the Palace. H is features 
ure placid Bbowing no signs of the 
pain he suffered. 


M EETING OF T llE K U N U K SItA TII. 
Before the Reichstag opened to-day 
the Bundesrath m et. 
Prince Bis­ 
marck, with great emotion, alluded 
to tho death of the Em peror in terms 
sim ilar to those which he used in the 
Reichstag yesterday. 
He specially 
confirmed the statem ent made yester­ 
day iDregard to the Em peror’s dying 
allusions to Austria and Russia, re­ 
ferring to Em peror Frederick’s acces­ 
sion to the throne and the transfer of 
tho imperial dignity connected there 
with. 
Prince Bismarck said that the now 
Emperor, like his late father, would 
take as his guiding principle a con- 
scientous m aintenance of tho constitu­ 
tion of tho em pire and the treaties on 
which it is bused, and in which Em ­ 
peror Frederick will count upon the 
co-operation of hie albps. 
H err Von Lochenfeld expressed to 
l*rii!ce Bismarck the condolences of 
the B undesrath, and asked him to 
communicate them to Em peror Fred­ 
erick. 
A MILITARY OBSERVANCE. 
The soldiers took the oath of alleg­ 
iance to the new Em peror to-day. The 
Court has gone into mourning for 
three m onths, commencing yesterday. 
It is stated th a t Em peror Frederick’s 
reply to the message of condolence 
sent by President Carnot of France, 
was very cordial, and that he express­ 
ed a hope th a t the relations between 


the two countries m ight continue 
friendly. 
PRE: • COMMENTS. 
The North German Gazelle says: 
“ The deep s irrow in which the death 
of the Em peror has sunk the German 
nation, casts a du»k shadow not only 
on our own national feeling, but far 
beyond on the character of the whole 
international situation. 
Europe rec­ 
ognized and revered the Euiperor as 
a faithful and powerful protector of 
international peace. 
Although no 
honest man can doubt that his majes­ 
ty’s influence will live on, unweaken- 
cned and unchanged, everybody feels 
the wide gap which the disappear­ 
ance from his dominion of his person- 
i lity loaves behind. One thing can 
lie gathered with the greatest certain­ 
ty from the signs of cordial sympathy 
in which Austro-Hungarian and Eng­ 
lish papers have vied with each other, 
and from the still more touching atti- 
tu.de of Italy, that Germany does not 
staad alono in her sorrow. 
We are 
convinced that proofs of sympathy 
from abroad will reach even greater 
limensions.

turned his head toward his daughter, 
the Duchess of Baden, and said: 
“ Whore is tho Em press? ” 
Tho Duchess replied, “ Mamma is 
itting by you.” 
The Em peror nodded his head, in­ 
tim ating 
th a t 
he understood 1 lie 
Duchess.

Presides t Carno'.’s telegram of condol­ 
ence. 
In it he alluded especially to 
the marks cf sym pathy shown him by 
the numerous * French visitors at St. 
Remo, and expresses the hone that 
the relations between Franco and Ger­ 
m any m ay continue friendly, 
This 
response ’ was 
sent 
direct from 
the Em peror without consulting with 
Prince Bismarck. 
During his inter­ 
view with King H um bert 
at 
the 
railway station this morning, the 
Em peror 
exhibited 
unusual 
ani 
mution. 
Several tim es 
lie 
tried 
to speak, but failed, but kept up 
the conversation by moans of small 
slips of paper, upon which he wrote 
with a pencil. 
On one of these which 
e-capeu destruction, the Emperor says 
that he hopes to show himself equal 
to tho work before him , and thanks 
the Italian government for helping 
Prince Bismarck in his present trials. 
Since parting with him King Hum ­ 
bert has wired to Berlin that the Em ­ 
peror looks surprisingly well. 


C O R R ESPO N D EN C E W ITH B A V A R IA . 
The Regent of Bavaria has received 
this message from the Em peror Fred 
erick : 
“ In this moment of my deepest sor­ 
row, I trust to your friendship to as­ 
sist me and relieve the heavy cares 
now devolving upon m e.” 
To this Prince Luitpold responded : 
“ I am deeply moved by your touch­ 
ing telegram. 
I hasten to express my 
hearfelt sympathy, with an assurance 
of the continuance of our faithful 
friendship.” 
The accession of Frederick William 
to the 
Im perial throne tends to 
strengthen the hopes tiiat peace will 
be maintained. 


TIIK CZAR E X P E C T E D . 
The Cologne Gazette, states that the 
Czar will attend the funeral of the 
Em peror in person. 
No services will 
be held in the Cathedral to-morrow. 
Preparations for the lying in State of 
the body of the Em peroi are being 
made to-night. The interm ent will 
take place on Thursday, unless E na­ 
pe 1 or Frederick alters the present ar­ 
rangement. 
The Em peror in reply to the Pope’f 
message of condolence expressed s 
desire for the continuance of the ex ­ 
isting good relations between Ger­ 
many and the Vatican. 


A FORM AL SE SSIO N . 
The Lower House of the Prussiau 
Diet sat this evening to receive the 
formal announcement of the acces­ 
sion of Em peror Frederick to the 
throne. 
After tho reading of the of­ 
ficial documents the President stated 
that he would, as soon as possible,ex­ 
press to the Em peror Frederick the 
fidelity and devotion of the house.

Frederick III. passed a good night 
last night. 
He feels extrem ely well 
He drove to the station at 9 o’clock 
tliis morning, accompanied by the 
Em press Victoria, to take the special 
train in waiting to convey him to 
Berlin. The largest crowd ever seen 
in San Remo gathered to witness his 
departure. 
The new Em peror was 
enthusiastically cheered by the crowd, 
and he repeatedly bowed his acknowl­ 
edgements to their greetings. 
The Em peror entered the railway 
cat riage without assistance and then 
turned uud assisted the Em press to 
enter. The municipal authorities ar;d 
a num ber of civilians were on the 
platform. 
I arge crowds surrounded 
the station, and the Em peror raised 
his hat. in response to their saluta­ 
tions when ho reached the platform, 
lie looks well, with the exception of 
his complexion, which is somewhat 
yellow. 
lie shook hands with the 
G erman Consul ami others. 
As the 
train left the station, the Em peror 
was heartily cheered. 


M ET BY KINO H U M BER T. 


R o m e, March 1 0 —King H um bert 
traveled from Rome to San Pierre 
d ’Arsna to meet Em peror Frederick. 
When the train reached the station 
King H um bert entered the coach oc­ 
cupied by the Emperor and embraced 
him. The scene at this meeting was 
touching. The Em peror was \oice- 
less owing to his disease, but he wrote 
many notes,in one of which he thanked 
tho Italian Parliam ent for tho honor 
and respect it had paid his father and 
himself. The Empress Victoria trans­ 
lated to King H um bert the signs made 
by the Em peror and conversed with 
the King in French. 
The Emperor 
was suffering from fatigue but other­ 
wise he was in his normal condition. 
His throat was closely muffled and he 
wore a hooded capo and heavy sur- 
tout. 9 he silent parting between the 
two rulers was affecting. 
King Hum- 
Wert’s suite were im pressed with the 
Em peror’s comparative robustness.

The Journal de St. Petersburg says: 
The death of the Em peror William 
is not less deeply regretted in Russia 
than in Germany. The Russian dy­ 
nasty loved the deceased Em peror as 
a friend who was ever found at the 
post of duty or danger. 
He was a 
fortunate sold er during the first part 
of his reign, and knew how to devote 
the rem aining two-thirds to th e pre­ 
servation of peace. 
He died covered 
with imperishable glory, and sur­ 
rounded by love, universal veneration 
and adm iration. 
Other papers extol the deceased for 
his noble mental qualities, and speak 
of 
him 
as 
a 
great patriot uud 
victorious commander. They com­ 
m ent on the turning point in political 
affairs which they consider the Em ­ 
peror’s disappearance 
will 
make. 
This they say is a subject for the m ott 
serious reflection. 
The Novo Vremya 
asks: 
“ Will 
not the well-known influence of Em ­ 
press Victoria over Em peror Freder­ 
ick affect the political omnipotence 
which Prtnce Bismarck has hitherto 
exercised?” The 
same paper ex­ 
presses doubts as to Em peror Freder­ 
ick’s physical capacity to govern him ­ 
self, out hopes th a t the question of 
uctual government, in the interest* 
of united Germany may be settled 
without difficulty.

L o n d o n , March 10.—The Queen and 
Duke of Albany, Princess Beatrice 
and Prince lleury of Baitenberg, at­ 
tired in deep mourning, drove to Marl­ 
borough House to-day to greet the 
Prince and 1’iiacess of Wales on their 
silver wedding day. 
A crowd gath­ 
ered en route aud cheered heartily as 
the royal party passed.

The members of the Switchmen’s 
Union, 60 in num ber, employed in 
the yards of the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph ami Council Bluffs railroad 
aud the H annibal and St. Joe, both of 
which are part of th e Burlington sys­ 
tem, are on the eve of a strike. 
This 
m orning they expressed determination 
not to work with the engineers now 
employed by the Burlington. Their 
reasons are, that tho danger is so 
great because of tho incompetency of 
thenew men that they fear they are 
liable to bo crippled, or killed at any 
moment. 


A g r a v e s i t u a t i o n . 
At a m eeting of the General Griev­ 
ance Committee of the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott A Gulf Railway held this 
evening it was decided that if the 
company persists in handling freight 
consigned to the Burlington road the 
engineers and firemen will leave their 
engines ou M onday morning. 
The 
situation at this point is 
becom­ 
ing more interesting every hour. 
M embers of the Grievance Com­ 
mittees 
are 
arriving 
by 
each 
train 
and 
the brotherhood men 
openly say that tho crisis will come 
ou Monday morning. At headquarters 
men are responding hourly ami dis­ 
patches aud letters come thick and 
fast, 
the substance of these 
dis­ 
patches being im mediately transm it­ 
ted to Chief A rthur 
at 
Chicago. 
Brotherhood men are worked up to a 
degree of enthusiasm which if not con­ 
trolled by cooler heads would lead to 
a tie-up of all the roads at this point. 


A DECLA R A TION FROM D E N V E R . 


D e n v e r , Colo., 
March 10.—The 
strikiug engineers held a secret ses­ 
sion in their hall this afternoon at the 
conclusion of which a notice was is­ 
sued to the ollii ials »;f tho Denver, 
Utah & Pacific, that all their engineers 
and firemeM' would go out at noon to­ 
morrow. This road is.a narrow-gauge 
ruuning from Denver to Lyons, and is 
controlled by the Burlington by lease, 
and is used ‘by the latter as a feeder 
to one of the richest coal districts in 
the state. Quite a num ber of Burling­ 
ton cars are standing in the liio 
Grande yards hilled for California 
points, 
and all the roads centering 
here refuse to handle them . The sit­ 
uation on the main lino of the Bur­ 
lington is unchanged. 


D EV E L O P M E N T S AT CHIC A G O . 


C h i c a g o , March 10.—Roswell Mil­ 
ler, general 
manager of the Mil­ 
waukee & St. Paul road when asked to­ 
day to give his views as to the position 
of the outside roads towards Burling­ 
ton said: 
“ It seems to me to be 
ridiculous for a Court to order a road 
to handle Burlington freight when it 
is not in a condition to order it. How 
can St. Paul haul the Burlington cars 
when our engineers reluse to work? 
Discharge tbom aud get m en that 
will? 
T hat’s all 
very 
well 
hut 
suppose we did discharge some of 
our engineers, would we be in a bet­ 
ter position or the public be in a bet­ 
ter position to stop our road alto­ 
gether? I could stop the St. Paul 
to-day hut I don’t propose to do it, 
because it would only result in injury 
to the public. The St. Paul is not 
responsible for the present situation 
of affairs.” 
Both sides in the Burlington strike 
were apparently resting on their arms 
to-day. 
Railroad officials think that 
the strike is weakening while its men 
say that the Brotherhood is undaunted 
and will fight all summer if necessary. 
There were no new features devel­ 
oped to-day. The Burlington officials 
say that the Union Pacific, Atchison, 
Missouri Pacific and F oit Scott it 
Gulf continue to take freight from 
them. TI10 road brought 56 cars of 
grain into this city to-day. 


s e n s i b l e s u g g e s t i o n s , 


D e s M o i n e s , iowa, March 10.—The 
Board of Railway Commissioners has 
been investigating for several days the 
charges of incompetency made against 
the engineers of the Burlington road 
who have taken the placeB of the 
strikers. 
They summed up the testi­ 
mony and submitted it to the Gov­ 
ernor 
to-day. 
After reciting the 
testimony 
the 
commissioners 
says: “ Mr. Brown, superintendent of 
the Iowa linos, adm its th a t under the 
conditions of all the engineers leaving 
on 12 hours’ notice, he was compelled 
to run passenger trains with new and 
inexporionced men. 
It may be re­ 
garded as 
proven 
beyond 
ques­ 
tion 
und 
adm itted 
that 
the 
men al)ove 
designated 
were inex­ 
perienced under the general rules 
laid down by railroad companies for 
running trains and tried by their own 
statem ents.” 
The commissioners do not hesitate 
to say that they are incompetent. 
After discussing the em ployment of 
incompetent engineers, the cornmis 
si oners say : 
“ We think that we are safe in as­ 
suming that in these particulars the 
new men running these trains can­ 
not be equal to those who had been 
previously selected from the oldest 
and 
most 
competent engineers.” 
The 
commissioners believe 
that 
tho 
examinations 
that 
have 
bei-n made and the tests th a t have 
been applied to determine w hether 
the engineers are competent to run 
locomotives are dictated by prudence, 
and to neglect them is unwise. They 
would advise the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy to allow no engineer to 
íun a passenger train who is not 
fully up to tne established stand­ 
ard 
of 
skill and ability. 
The 
law governing the 
carrier oí pas­ 


sengers, says that the roa»l m ust 
uso extraordinary care, caution, tiie 
highest skill, the greatest foresight 
and tho best appliances and the high­ 
est degree of care, skill and diligence 
of which hum an effort is capable. 
The diligence must be extraordinary 
and liability follows the slightest neg­ 
ligence.”

th e foot-bridge throwing at the dogs. 
A short time after I went to stay with 
Mrs. Bodkin I made a bar with which 
to fasten the door of the shed which 
was situated at the back of the house. 
During the time I was there I always 
barrea the door. 
One morning we 
found the fence in the front of the 
house all torn down. 
It was a fence 
of eighteen posts and several strands 
of wires. The posts were pulled up 
b ut the wires were not broken. 
Mr. 
Bodkin’s little boy and I put them 
back. 
It took us half a day to re­ 
build it. 
J . P. Parker testified: 
1 am ac­ 
quainted with J. J . Bodkin and know 
his general reputation. I t is good, 1 
should sav. 
Mrs. C ardell: I stopped with Mrs. 
Bodkin for some weeks, a month or so 
prior to the shooting. 
Mr. Bodkin 
was at home part of the time. He was 
unwell and appeared to be troubled 
with something like asthm a. 
Mr. R. Smith testified:

quainted with the defendant, having 
worked for him at different times.

built a wire fence for him . The posts 
were set about twenty-five inches deep 
and tamped in with a crowbar.

Southern California has lost a big 
man in the death of Thos. W . Robert­ 
son, which occurred last Tuesday 
evening at his home, about three 
miles southeast of Santa Ana.

Robertson was one of the oldest set­ 
tlers of this region, and is remembered 
by some of the oldest inhabitants to 
have been seeu at Newport harbor 
about eighteen years ago. where he 
was engaged in suark fishing, an oc­ 
cupation which lie has followed con 
siderable since that time.

was then at Los Nietos, and a few 
years later he moved near Santa Ana, 
where he spent the remainder cf his 
life.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Collision on the Tucson Division. 
The. Santa Fe Now Clear. 
Notes and Personals. 


The condition of the railroads en­ 
tering this city was in some respects 
much improved yesterday, though in 
others it was decidedly worse. The 
improvement consists of the repairs 
of the Santa Fe Company, while the 
Southern Pacific is considerably the 
worso for “wear,” as it may be termed. 
The Santa Fe people, there are no 
officials diiectly connected with the 
operating department of the road 
now in the city, stated yesterday that 
the damage to their lines had been re­ 
paired, so that trains may be run on 
schedule time, and in proof of this it 
is only necessary to state tbat 
the overland train due yester 
day morning arrived ‘‘on time.” 
That means that the trouble in the 
Cajon Pass has been cleared up, and 
travel Hast will go on now as before 
the storm. 
The trouble in the 
Temecula Canon has also been r<- 
fiaired, ami the train for San Diego 
efr this city on time yesterday morn­ 
ing and last night. Of course, tbe 
road is still very soft, but it is not ex­ 
pected any further trouble will take 
place, unless more rain falls. The 
Southern Pacific Company is in a had 
shape, both cast and north, though it 
expected last night to have everything 
in good condition by 6 a. m. to-day.

bridge over the Santa Ana river, 
east of Colton, was more seri­ 
ous than was at first anticipated 
and was not repaired or put in condi­ 
tion for the safe passage of troius until 
7:30 o’clock last uight. The overland 
train, No. 20, from El Paso, duo to 
arrive Friday night at 9:30 r. m., did 
not put in i‘s appearance until last 
night at 10:30 o’clock, when it came 
in with No. 2ft due last night. This 
opens the line East. Just about 8 
o’clock Friday night a neatly fatal ac­ 
cident occurred at Tunnel 17, just 
about twenty miles north of Te- 
hachipi. A freight train was enter­ 
ing the tunnel at the west end when 
the roof caved iu on the eugi e, com­ 
pletely burying i and the engineer 
and fireman, the tender and the next 
freight ear. The sudden stopping of 
the train derailed several cars. 
The train hands hurried forward to 
see what was the matter, and discov­ 
ered the plight of their friends the 
engineers and firemen. They imme­ 
diately went to work to dig them out, 
though they hardly expected to find 
them alive. 
After digging some 
time, they heard voices, and a few 
minutes later found the engineer and 
fireman i>erfectly safe under the cat 
of the engine, which protected them 
the fallen earth and stones. The 
fallen earth covered the track for a 
distance of one hundred feet, to a 
depth of ten feet.

s t a t e s m e n o r P o l i t i c i a n s . 
For years the Republican party has 
had no issue on which to go before 
flie people, l'hat this is true may be 
gathered from the false shadows of 
issues which campaign after campaign 
they have made their platforms out 
of. The war of twenty years ago has 
been their stock in trade up to the 
present year of grace. The reason for 
this beggarly account of principles is 
not far to seek. The United States is 
a large country with large interests at 
stake, large enterprises being pushed 
forward by the most intelligent, ener­ 
getic peogle on earth. Such circum­ 
stances naturally evolve principles, 
but it requires statesmen to discern 
them, and formulate them in words 
which will clearly define such prin­ 
ciples in the mind of the average citi­ 
zen. 
The Republican party has not 
put forward statesmen for many years. 
That party has fallen into the liandH 
of mere politicians. 
The politician 
never discovers a principle, nor will 
he adopt one that is discovered by 
others. He sees but one object con­ 
nected with the governing of a Na­ 
tion. Ilis eye is riveted to some office 
as the coveted prize. 
To him public 
office is not a public trust. It is a 
thing to which emollument is at­ 
tached, and it is the loaves and fishes 
for which he attaches himself to any 
cause. 
An office is a means of live­ 
lihood to him, and when he is pro­ 
vided for, the next vacancy is a good 
thing to give a friend—that is to one 
who may be able to control votes, 
fiuch is the politician, and under the 
leadership of sut h the grand old party 
has been marching to defeat fcr some­ 
time post. 
There is no question about this, 
Mr. Blaine was for years the most 
conspicuous figure in the party. Mr. 
Blaine never mastered the first prin­ 
ciples of statesmanship. He never 
learned even the alphabet of that ex­ 
alted science. If ho did, let some of 
his many admirers point out wherein 
he siiowed it. What great principle 
did he ever evolve in all his many 
years in Congress? What measure 
of National importance is connected 
with his name? W hat bill embrac­ 
ing any wise and great views did he 
ever introduce into Congress? 
It was thought the President’s mes­ 
sage was to give the Republican party 
a principle and a policy with which to 
go before the people. The moment 
that able state paper was given to the 
people, a thousand hands were readi­ 
ed out by men in whose soul was no 
jot of truth, and these affixed to the 
message a most false brand in the 
words “Free Trade.”

paradise. Our climate is as near per­ 
fection a9 one can expect to find. 
Those that have faced the terrible 
blizzards of the past winter are look­ 
ing towards Southern California as a 
haven of rest where they can live and 
not be compelled to go through an­ 
other such winter of suffering. In five 
years from now the population of Cal­ 
ifornia will be many times larger than 
it is now, and Southern California 
will be far more densely settled than 
the most sanguine has ever dreamed 
of or hoped for. 
With all these facts 
staring us in the face is it possible 
that the value of realty will decline? 
With any one of our acres whose pro­ 
ducing capacity is greater than the 
best the world has elsewhere, is it 
possible to recede in value ? 
We an­ 
swer emphatically no, it has not yet 
reached its worth. Farseeing people 
understand this and invest liberally 
in such times as these. 


I t h a s grown to b e that a dinner or 
breakfast without potatoes is incom­ 
plete, and therefore the lush and 
purple-flowered potato vine flourish­ 
es in even' part of the Union. There 
is a vast difference, however, in the 
cultivation of this tuber in the various 
sections 
of 
the land. Iu ' South 
California the present month. March, 
is one in which potatoes a e har­ 
vested. In most other parts of the 
Union they arc planted in the spring 
only and harvested in the fall. The 
Sou-hern 
California 
farmer 
is 
not satisfied 
with 
planting 
a 
crop of iKitatoes in 
the 
month 
of November, and gathering it in 
February or March, but he needs 
must plant another crop of some sort, 
it may be potatoes, in the same soil in 
which the potatoes were first grown 
ard which is ripened and out of the 
way in time for another crop of pota­ 
toes to be put in for the next Febru­ 
ary or March harvest. 
Very little 
cultivation 
is bestowed upon the 
growing 
potato 
in 
South 
Cal­ 
ifornia. 
A 
cultivator 
or 
small 
plow may be run 
through 
the 
patch two or three times during the 
season of growth, and this is all. 
When the tubers are dug they are 
piled on the field and covered with an 
old sack or two to keep them from l>e- 
ing sunburnt, and lef: to themselves 
until wanted. The yield is from four 
to five tons to the acre, and is worth, 
say, two cents a pound, or about $1 
a bushel. A minimum yield brings 
in $125 to the acre; but a crop of ten 
tons to the acre is often reached, and 
then the income for one crop from an 
acre is more than $300. Two crops 
will bring in $600 a year. It is not 
necessary for the farmer of South Cali­ 
fornia to confine himself to citrus 
other 
semi-tropical 
products 
order 
to 
compete with the 
hayseeders of the Appalachian valleys 
or with the grangers further south. 
He can meet them on the common 
ground of garden truck, of everyday 
vegetables, and for value received dis­ 
count them six to one. The Eastern 
fanner can raise from 100 to 200 
bushels of potatoes to the acre, and 
they bring from twenty-five to forty 
cents a bushel—say $50 an acre. Then 
the Eastern farmer is harrassed by 
late frosts, the wayward 
potato bug 
and the fear of his crop freezing after 
it is harvested. 
Of these drawbacks 
the farmet^of South California kniws 
nothing. 
East of the Rockies the po­ 
tato crop is always a doubtful one, so 
far as piofit is concerned; in South 
California it is always 
remunera 
tive. Any deviation from this result 
is but the exception which proves the 
rule.

Si ulim k nonsense was never more 
emphasized than in the idea that any 
serious collapse could come to such a 
section as ours. The writer stood the 
other day on College hill, in the new 
town of Whittier. ' Below lay in full 
view the whole lower end cf the Los 
Angeles valley. 
From Newport laud­ 
ing to Santa Monica, the entro coast 
line could be followed by the eye. To 
the first named point the distance is 
thirty miles as the bird flics. 
To 
Santa Monica is a longer distance. 
Between the two points the base of 
the triangle is as long as either of the 
sides. There is taken in at one coup 
d*oeil 1,000 square miles. Ileie are 
640.000 acres of land.

Outside the lines drawn as 
bounds to the vision and in the same 
plain lie two other areas, one to 
the east, the other west and north, 
equal to that embraced in the calcu­ 
lation given above.

DETAIL# OP THE CONTEST. 
The Mitchell-Sullivan fight took 
place on the grounds of Baron Roths­ 
child, near Creil. Sullivan was out 
of condition when he entered the 
ring, and Mitchell had the best of the 
fight, and his seconds usuerl that he 
would have won had the fight contin­ 
ued. The battle lasted a little over 
three hours. Up to the end of eight 
rounds, Sullivan appeared to have the 
fight, but the fact that lie could not 
knock Mitchell out seemed to discour­ 
age him, and after that he fought 
with little spirit. Mitchell showed 
great, pluck throughout, and his friends 
are jubilant, as the result is virtually 
a victory for the little Englishman. 
AT THE END OF THE FIGUT 
Both men weioin poor shape, and 
Mitchell's backers finally consented 
to a proposition made hv Sullivan’s 
backers that the tight be declared a 
draw. 
The American side is blue, and 
Sullivan’s friends are utterly unable 
to explain why ho did not do better. 
Both men’s hands were in terrible 
simpo at the end of the fight. Mitch­ 
ell seemed to improve as the fight 
went on. He fought carefully and 
kept out of Sullivau’s reach as much 
as j»o8sib)e. The betting was even at 
the end of the thirty-eighth round. 
PARTICULARS FROM LONDON. 
London', March 10.—Tho great fight 
ended as not one in fifty thought it 
would end. After thirty-nine rounds, 
in which the lighter man fully used 
iris advantage under the London 
prize ring rules, Referee Angle de­ 
clared the fight a draw . The arrange­ 
ments made last night for tho fight 
were chaotic. 
Mitchell’s agent, who 
was sent over ten days before to se­ 
cure the ground, was obliged to con­ 
fess that he had tailed to procure a 
suitable s|K>\ whereupon a wrangle 
ensued and tho Sullivan party rightly 
or wronglv charged Mitchell with try­ 
ing to wriggle out of the fight. Fili­ 
ally the Mitchell party left the choice 
of ground to Sullivan’s hackers, who 
appoiuted Johnny Gideon, of tho 
Sportsman, (who had filled similar of­ 
fices for Sayers), Dunnning, also of 
the Sportsman, and Org, the Sports­ 
man’* Paris rejjorter, to select the bat­ 
tlefield. 
The trio loft Amiens last 
evening for (’roil, and the pugilism 
arranged to follow to-day. 
Early 
this morning tho two parties pro­ 
ceeded to lla’on Rothehild’s ground 
at Apremont where 
A RING WAS PITCHED 
In a quiet spot on good ground. 
Mitchell talked much as usual, and 
though pale, declared himself confi­ 
dent. Sullivan looked determined, 
but was somewhat thin in tho face. 
When the combatants reached the 
ring forty spectators were present. 
MacDonald and Jack Ashton seconded 
Sullivan, and Balduck and Kilraiusec­ 
onded Mitchell. Mr. Angle, of the 
London Stock Exchange, was referee. 
Jack Bennett umpired for Sullivan 
and Charley Rowell acted in a like 
manner for Mitt hell. Sullivan en­ 
tered the ring at 12:25, and Mitchell 
followed five minutes later. At 12:50 
the fight began. 
First round—Every thing favored 
the American. Both men opened 
cautiously, but Sullivan soon landed 
a heavy blow on the left of Mitchell’s 
jaw. Mitchell retaliated with a light 
blow on Sullivan’s chest, whereupon 
Sullivan sent in a crasher on Mitchell’s 
head and knocked him clean oil’ his 
legs.Second round—After half a minute’s 
interval Mitchell came to time and 
Sullivan was at him again. The Bos­ 
ton boy twice cornered Mitchell and 
landed a pile-driver on his chest. This 
was a crasher for Mitchell, w ho tried 
to run out of harm’s way, but ho 
caught a blow on tho head from Sul­ 
livan’s right that downed him like a 
log.Third round—Mitchell came up for 
the third round, but ran all around 
the ring, closely followed by the 
American, who finally sent him 
sprawling with a light-hander. 
Fourth round—Sullivan was blow­ 
ing on account of running after Mitch­ 
ell, and though he finally caoght 
Mitchell and pounded him lightly,the 
Englishman continued to pursue tho 
same tactics. 
Sixth round—Mitchell, seeing a 
powerful right-hander coming.dropped 
to the ground to avoid punishment, 
whereupon referee Angle cautioned 
him against breaking the ring rules. 
During the next three rounds, Sail: 
van was kept busy chasing Mitchell 
around the ling. Mitchell landed a 
blow or two lightly, reaching Sulli­ 
van’s face twice. At this time rain 
began to fall heavily, and the ground 
was soon swampy. 
Sullivan was 
nearly breath lees from chasing Mitch- 
el\ but both pegged away. 
Little harm was done after the first 
four rounds, Mitchell continuing lo 
keep 
out 
of 
harm’s 
way. 
and Sullivan’s blows losing their force. 
In the thirty-second round Sullivan 
was attacked with ague. Rain was 
falling in torrents. The character of 
the round may be imagined from the 
fact that it lasted 25 minutes. 
The 2>th round lasted 15 minutes. 
Sullivan was unable to approach Mit­ 
chell. Both men seemed weak, and 
their blows were light. 
The 39th round lastek half an hour. 
Baldoi now saw that no definite result 
was likely to be reached, and he sug­ 
gested that the fight be declared a 
uraw. The principals agreed to this, 
and the two fighters shook hands 
after fighting three hours and eleven 
imputes. 
MITCHELL BADLY DISFIGURED. 
Mttchell showed considerable pun­ 
ishment. There was a great lump on 
his jaw, his left eye was bunged up, 
and his body bruised. At the outset 
Bullirán offered to back himself for 


$2500, but the ofler was declined. His 
backers then offered 3 to 1. on Sulli­ 
van, but found no takers. The party 
returned to Paris after the fight. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
O n ly a S m a ll P a r ty W lliie n e d 
Alie E iiR a a em en t. 
L ondon, March 
10.—The im­ 
promptu arrangements made for llio 
fight by a committee of throe*ap­ 
pointed' by the Sullivan party, really 
left nothing desired. The precise lo­ 
cality was kept secret as long as pos­ 
sible. 
Eight vehicles, of various 
styles of architecture, were engaged 
to carry the principals, seconds and 
spectators to the scene of action. On 
arrival at the spot selected, they 
found that the ring had been pitched 
pi'died on the grounds of Baron 
Rothschilds, behind the stable, which 
face the model private race-course of 
the Baron. From the other side they 
were excluded from view by bushes 
and trees. Thanks to the shelter 
thus afforded, the onerations were 
pursued without interference, the 
only strangers who turped up being 
some huntsmen who approached 
towards the finish, and looked on 
with curiosity. A capital ring was 
pitched on the well rolled clay. The 
journey from Amiens to Creil was 
commenced at six o’clock, and the 
party arrived there at eight. Mitchell 
appeared cheerful, but Sullivan looked 
serious and determined. There was 
some trouble in getting carriages at 
Creil, and several spectators had to 
walk to tho battle ground, arriving 
there at 11 o’clock. The principals 
drove ready to the fight, all in one 
party.THE USUAL PRELIMINARIES. 
At 12:50 Sullivan threw his hat 
into the ring, where it v.as speedily 
joined by Mitchell’s head-covering. 
Both men wore warm woolen draw­ 
ers, and Mitchell also wore a large 
fighting plaster of the old style, but 
Sullivan declined to put one on. Sul­ 
livan sported ornamented 
green 
socks. 
At 12:55 precisely the principals 
and seconds shook hands in the or­ 
thodox 
old-time 
fashion, 
and 
the 
fig'u t 
began. 
Sullivan 
looked as 
though 
he 
would 
have been better for a stone off in 
weight, and Mitchell was not drawn 
any too fine. 
First round—As Sullivan stood over 
Mitchtll, he looked too big for him 
and very spiteful. Mitchell was in­ 
dulging in a laugh over the fact that 
he had won the toss for corner ami 
put Sullivan’s face to tho wind and 
sun and later on the rain. Three to 
ouo on Sullivan was offered at the 
start. After half a minute’s sparring 
Suhivan led off, when Mitchell 
dodged, got in his left on his oppo­ 
nents’s chin, and then ducked. 
Mitchell tried to draw out his man 
with his left and the too artful Sulli­ 
van got home with his left on the 
cheek and right on the top of tho 
head. Mitchell got home with his 
right on Sullivan’s belly. Sullivan 
now several times in a beautiful man­ 
ner stopped Mitchell’s left which was 
still aiming for the belly. Finally 
Sullivan cornered 
Mitchell who 
dropped to avoid punishment. 
Second round—Mitchell commenced 
operations by hitting out viciously at 
Sullivan’s eye. He nit the spot and 
Sullivan did not, but lauded on the 
cheek with hiB left. Mitchell staggered 
from the counter but tried his left 
again, this time with more success. 
They then closed, but broke away 
again almost immediately. Sullivan 
now rushed and hit Mitchell on the 
head with his right and gained first 
knock down. 
Third round—Mitchell led off with 
his left at the mark, and after a few 
exchanges they % closed, Mircbell 
putting in a few half arm blows. By 
mutual consent they separated, both 
laughing. The ground being clayey, 
somewhat hampered the movements 
of the men When they resumed 
sparring Mitchell got in a blow with 
his left, and they closed, Sullivan 
getting the best of the fighting. On 
breaking away Sullivan requested 
Mitchell not to run around the ring 
and then straight away again landed 
with his right on Mitchell’s temple, 
knocking him down. 
Fourth round.—Mitchell came up 
with a lump on the left temple. Ho 
led with his left on the belly. The 
men then Bparred for some time. 
Mitchell frequently led and was well 
stopped. Sullivan tried liis right aud 
rushed in. They clinched, but mutu­ 
ally drew away without wrestling. 
Sullivan looked able to do what ho 
liked while holding Mitchell. /The 
latter got home twice on the chest. 
Sullivan after waiting a while rushed 
in again, but Mitchell cleverly slipped 
away from him. The round ended 
with Sullivan getting home with liis 
right on Mitchell’s left eye in a fast 
rally, the blow sending Mitchell 
down. 
Fifth round. — Both responded 
sharply to the call of time. Sullivan 
directly forced the fighting and there 
was a fast rally in the middle of the 
ring. Mitchell clinched and then 
separated. 
After a short round 
Mitchell w’ent down from a right 
hand blow. 
Sixth round—Sullivan had been 
leading thus far, but Mitchell opened 
this round with three left handed 
shots on Sullivan’s bodv. In the exr 
change which followed he had the 
worst of it, but stopped a heavy right 
hand blow directed at his belly, 
though he was final ¡y knocked down 
by a blow on the cheek. 
Seventh round—Mitchell led with 
Iris left at the belly in a rally that en­ 
sued. Sullivan fell with Mitchell on 
top. Sullivan after all the rounds 
walked to Lis corner, but Mitchell was 
generally carried. 
Eighth round — First blood was 
allowed for Mitchell. Mitchell got 
home several times on the belly and 
avoided Sullivan’s terrible right. 
After several exchanges, Mitchell 
landed a hot one on Sullivan’s right 
eye and got down to avoid a return. 
Ninth round—Sullivan got home 
with his right on Mitchell’s neck. 
After a rally, Mitchell’s left met Sulli­ 
van’s mouth and he then got home 
again on tho ear. Sullivan landed 
twice with his left on the ear and 
temple and Mitchell went down from 
a right-handed blow on the arm. 
Tenth round.—This was another 
smart round. Mitchell showed a lump 
on the left temple, while Sullivan’s 
right eyo was in bad shape. Sullivan 
opened tho round with a vicious rush 
at Mitchell, who got down. 
Eleventh round.— Mitchell got 
home twice with his left on the body. 
He was worked to his corner and got 
down to avoid punishment. 
The 
ground was slippery. 
Twelth round. — Both appeared 
fresh. Sullivan again opened with 
a vicious rush and Mitchell fell with­ 
out a blow. A foul was claimed, but 
was not allowed. Sullivan was savage 
and made repeated efforts to corner 
Mitchell, but Mitchell slipped him 
and went down to avoid punish­ 
ment. 
Thirteenth round—Sullivan led off 
with his left, landing on Mitchell’s 
body. Sallivaa who had been wait­ 
ing to use his right, finally sent 


Mitchell down with a blow from that 
useful member on the neck. 
Fourteenth round—Sullivan wa9 
serious, but Mitchell was laughing. 
The round opened with a wild hut 
harmless rush. In the exchange that 
followed Mitchell received a b ow in 
the mouth that drew blood and Sulli­ 
van got one on the temple in ex­ 
change. Sullivan then sent Mitchell 
down with his right on the car and 
now seemed sure of winning. 
Fifteenth r^nnd.—Mitchell did most 
of the work, but went d.*wn to avoid 
punishment. During rounds 9 to 15 
a fearful storm was prevailing and 
nearly ull but the principals and their 
seconds took shelter in the sheds. In 
one of these rounds, which lasted 
t.venty-five minutes, Mitchell re­ 
ceived several nasty blow*, especially 
on the temple, but Sullivan wai evi­ 
dently tiring. 
Ho was shivering 
visibly and his teeth were shattering 
from the downpour which he had en­ 
dured. By and by, however, the sun 
caiue out again quite warm and with 
its appearance Sullivan seemed to 
rally. At times he made tremendous 
rushes, but Mitchell’s agility stood 
him in good stead and he milled on 
the treat most of the time. 
Sixteenth round—Sullivan went in 
to finish Mitchell, who cleverly got 
aw ay from him. 
Light exchanges 
followed. Sullivan now got in his 
right and Mitchell went down. 
Seventeenth round—Mitchell was 
shaky, and was no sooner up than he 
went down again. 
Eighteenth 
round—There were 
slight exchanges, but Mitchell quickly 
went down. 
Nineteenth round—Mitchell was 
queer, but game and active. In th 
rally Sullivan neatly downed him with 
a right-handed blow on the temple. 
Both were busy with tho left on each 
other’s bodies. Sullivan made a des­ 
perate rush, and Mitchell got down to 
avoid him. 
Twentieth round—Some brisk ex 
changes ended in Mitchell’s going 
down. 
Twenty-first round—Mitchell nearly 
landed the “big fellow”with his right, 
but John got home tw ice on ribs. In 
the rally which followed Mitchell 
went down. 
Twenty-second round—Mi chell was 
cheeky. Sullivan got home on Mitch­ 
ell’s chest with his left and on his 
neck with his right. Mitchell clev­ 
erly slipped Sullivan’s next attempt 
in the 8arue direction, but finally re­ 
ceived a blow in the eye and went 
down. 
Twenty-third rouud-The ground w as 
dreadfully slippery. 
Mitchell ap­ 
peared to h*? improving in condition, 
while Sullivan was breathing hard 
He fought Mitchell down however. 
Twenty-fourth round. This was a 
long rouud. Mitchell got home twice 
on the mouth, but finally received a 
heavy thump on the neck from Sul­ 
livan’s right, and went down. 
. Twenty-fifth round. Mitchell had 
the best of the fighting, scoring it on 
the body. Sullivan tried the right for 
his ear, but Mitchell got down to 
avoid it. 
Twenty sixth round. Mitchell got 
home twice on the left eye and car, 
and Sullivan got one in on the lump on 
Mitchell’s forehead. Mitchell then 
wont down to avoid punishment. 
Twenty-seventh round. There wae 
heavy lighting for a while, but Mit­ 
chell finally wont down to avoid Sul­ 
livan’s blows. 
Twenty-eighth round. 
Sullivan 
cleverly forced Mitchell to prolong a 
fierce rally, and Mitchell lightly 
ltuded his right on Sullivan’s ear 
but was then sent down. 
Twenty-ninth to thirty-ninth round— 
During these rounds Mitchell gained 
some advantage. Both men fought 
very fairly, although once Mitchell 
twisted Sullivan onto tho ropes and 
sought to cross-buttock him. Neither 
would wrestle to the end of the rounds. 
THE CLOSING ROUND. 
The thirty-ninth round was excep­ 
tionally tedious, and the utmost fair­ 
ness was shown by both meu, aud it 
was at times most amusing to see 
them close, and, fibbing by con 
sent, separate in the most polite 
manner, Mitchell playfully tapping 
Sullivan. Much talking was doce, 
and the intervals of conversation were 
usually followed with a smack and 
rush, Mitchell each time getting away 
laughing. Sullivan did not relish 
some of Mitchell’s hits, but was 
gracious enough to acknowledge them 
with such remarks as “that’s a good 
one, Charlie,” and so on. Sullivan’s 
right eye was getting in mourning, 
and his lips swelling, while the lump 
on Mitchell’s forehead had become 
redder and bigger. No blood came 
from the latter Sullivan’s nose and 
lius trickled carmine, lie would not 
have his moustache removed. When 
two hours and a half had elapsed, in 
the thirty-seventh round, reference to 
Smith and Kdrain 
caused tit­ 
tering, but John looking serious 
would not reply* The ground was 
now in a terrible stale. Tditchell was 
frequently down on his hands, but 
got up quickly, and now seemed 
fresher and more confident than ever. 
There was, however, always a dan­ 
gerous blow in John, but he did not 
push the fighting. Charley was more 
inclined to plant one, until Sullivan 
hit viciously and went for him. 
Charley was always on the alert and 
managed to get away. There was no 
use in John’s racing after him—he 
was too agile. 
Frequently Mitchell, 
for a change, would take a walk 
around the ring, Sullivan standing 
still. Some four times they mutually 
retired to their corners to get the clay 
off their shoes and refresh them­ 
selves, and then one would challenge 
the other. Mitchell seemed a little 
hurt in the first half, and in tho latter 
showed great generalship and scored 
best, but he appeared to be afraid 
of Sullivan’s right. 
A draw 
was suggested, but it was de­ 
clined, and between 4 and 5 
o’clock all got impatient as the finish 
seemed at least two hours off. 
Mitchell at last said: “Well, let us 
shake hands or figlR on as. Jobr 
likes.” Thereupon Baldock, who had 
been very troublesome, rushed in 
and joined their hands. Sullivan 
was nothing loth and both were tired 
greatly. When 
THE FIGHT WAS OVER 
All present crowded around the prin 
cipals desirous of shaking their hands 
aud although the Sullivan party 
looked glum they soon relaxed, and 
said that John never was so “done 
tip” and that it was inexplicable to 
them. Mitchell was like a cricket. 
Sullivan’s body, right eye and mouth 
were more punished than Mitchell’s, 
whose right eye and temple received 
the most damage. Sullivan aud Kil- 
rain shook hands after the fight. 
Mitchell has now ihown himself to 
be a most clever fighter as well as a 
boxer. Excessive quietness prevailed 
at the ring side, and there was the 
utmost good order, and generally 
speaking, gooil humor all a rouud. 
This was undoubtedly 
A MODEL MILL 
In various ways. The first half of the 
fight was good. In the second half 
the hitting was fierce, but the waits 
were absurdly long. This, however, 


suited Mitchell. The rain rendered 
the hattle-ground a mere marsh, and 
this did not suit Sullivan. Sullivan’s 
reputation as a terror is regarded by 
the sporting men here as completely 
exploded. Mitchell took a lot of pun­ 
ishment early in the fight. 
ACTION OF THE POLICE. 
It is reported that Sullivan and 
Mitchell and thirteen others have 
been arrested. 


COÍVIAIEN I IN RONTON. 
D U sat¡sfuclinn at ttic R esult of 
the fig h t. 
Boston, March 10.—Boston sport­ 
ing meu were thunderstruck to-day 
when they heard the news of the 
great battle on tho other side of the 
water. They considered it beyond be­ 
lief that Sullivan had faced the En­ 
glishman for more than two hours 
and had not knocked him out. It was 
pa lietic in the extreme to hear some 
of the expressions of sympathy for 
the American champion. He was ex­ 
pected to win, and the fact that he 
«lid not, was received in the same 
manner as the news of his defeat 
would have been. It was the unani- 
mousopinion of all Sullivan’s warmest, 
friends in Boston, that the result of this 
b ittle would discourage the champion. 
It convinces them that the champion’s 
fighting days are practically ended. 
For over ten years he has stood before 
the public, as they say, tho greatest 
of all fighters and this little setback, 
occasioned by an unfortunate chain of 
circumstances, will have a worse 
effect upon him than a similar failuie 
would have on any other fighter liv­ 
ing. It will have the same effect on 
him that a knock-out of one round 
would have on any other man. 
A prominent sporting man said to­ 
night : “If Charlie Mitchell can make 
as good showing as he did before John 
L. Sullivan, Jack Dempsey can lick 
them all.”

THE RELIGION OF 
FRUIT 


AU El eg: ^ ut Tribute to the Ameri­ 
can Horticultural Associa- 
tiou and its Works.

It was requeued by the Fair mana­ 
gers and consented to by Dr. Fay 
< whose church occupies Armory Hall 
on Sundays) to let the entire exhibit 
remain as it was during the week; so 
all the vacant space on the floor 
and in the balcony was filled 
with chairs to accommodate the 
large audience. Tho charming envi­ 
ronment of fruits and flowers was in­ 
spiring to the preacher, and the 
sermon and surroundings a feast to 
the congregation. The general sub­ 
ject of the discourse was on “The 
Beauty and the Bounty of Nature.” 
" For lo tho winter is past, the rain is 
over and gone; the flowers appear on the 
earth, the tim e for the singing of birds is 
come, and the voice of tho turtle is heard 
in the land; the fig tree putteth forth her 
gret'D figs and the vines, with the tender 
grapes, give forth a goodly smell.” 
—Song of Solomon, II, xl and rit. 
Without adoring wonder, who can 
contemplate the unvarying recurrence 
of the seasons and the peculiar lessons 
and the numerous ministries of each. 
Who can contemplate the obvious and 
continually rising scale of correspon­ 
dences by which material things, 
however beautiful or apparently ulti­ 
mate, symbolize things above them­ 
selves, ami these next higher things, 
something higher still, till at last the 
sublime truth becomes apparent tliat 
the universe is a concatenation—that 
fiom insensate matter to mind—from 
the iusect up thro’ all the grades of 
being to God bimseli—everything is 
related to every other thing— 
and not discover that he who at­ 
tempts to draw a boundry line be­ 
tween the material and the spiritual, 
undertakes to make a radical distinc­ 
tion where the keenest vision detects 
only striking similarities. 
We speak of tho creation and the 
religious education of man as preemi­ 
nently divine—God’s work by what­ 
ever instrumentalities it may be per­ 
formed. But who will say that the 
changes of the seasons, the produc­ 
tion of vegetation, the growth and 
ripening and coloring and fragrance 
of fruit,—the manifold, ever-changing 
and ever-recurring beauty and bounty 
of the year are less divine, less 
worthy of God ? 
Wiio can give the history, or hint 
at the highest ministry of a peach, a 
raisin, an orange, a flower, without 
touching upon the most sublime 
themes that ever engrossed human 
thought, and losing himself very soon 
in the immensity of God. What is 
the history of the matter of which its 
seed was composed and what its pedi­ 
gree back to the beginning? 
By the mysterious law of reproduc­ 
tion through decay, bow many times 
and in how many forms has its sub- 
stance^ been previously vitalized! 
W hat*is the nature of the life-princi- 
ple that protects it against the decom­ 
posing agencies of autumn and the 
frosts of winter? 
What are the mysterious influences 
that come from beyond the Pleiads to 
quicken the life principle of vegeta- 
tation and help it transmute chemi­ 
cals, crude minerals, and even offen­ 
sive fertilizers, into delicious veget­ 
ables, appetizing fruits and exquisite 
flowers? How wonderful the power 
of chemical analysis, b, which it sep­ 
arates from all the other elements and 
appropriates to itself only those which 
its peculiar nature requires, convert­ 
ing even tlie air and the sunlight into 
roseate hnes and grateful ;>erfumes, 
that the art of man has never equaled! 
A peach tree, a lemon tree and a pear 
tree stand in the same soil—their 
roots interlocking, and yet by their re­ 
spective instincts, how veiy, very 
different the fruits they manufacture 
from the same materials. And how 
obvious to some, that just below the 
surface of these familiar operations, 
there is an intelligent power that 
plans aud executes all; so that the 
flowers and fruits, and grains and for­ 
ests and minerals, all that beautifies 
the earth and ministers to the welfare 
and happiness of man is directly 
caused by the sole and sovereign 
Lord, and in this sense is as divine as 
any Eden. Therefore, if I am suffi­ 
ciently sensitive tospiritual influences, 
I shall feel myself as immediately in 
the presence of tlie infinite when I 
gaze upon a flower or a flue specimen 
of fruit and consider of what exactly 
balanced,mutually helpful and wisely 
and constantly directed forces it is 
the production, as when in Holy 
Writ, I read th i benedictions and 
beatitudes of the blessed. 
If our minds and hearts were so 
educated aud attuned that we could 
hear aud interpret the voice and feel 
the presence of God in His works— 
so disciplined that we should not be 
simply pleased by the beautiful, or 
awed by the stupendous for their own 
sake, but be taught, inspired, blessed 
and made reverent as we penetrate 
the surface of things and feel the pul­ 
sations of life that are continually 
working such wonders before our 
eyes, not only should we have num­ 
berless themes for profitable medita­ 
tion, but also a broader and clearer 
vision of spiritual things—a far better 
knowledge of God and more mediums 
of the holiest communing—mediums 
unknown to him who supposes that 
the soul can be swept by divine in­ 
fluences only in acts of homage and 
worship. 
As we turn to the sacred pages, we 
find that the most sublime concep­ 
tions of God, and many of the most 
devout and spiritual exclamations and 
aphorisms were penned under aspira­ 
tions drawn, not from reading the 
law, nor from witnessing or partici­ 
pating in the imposing services of the 
great temple, nor yet imparted to the 
soul in secret homage and worship, 
but from communion with God 
through his works. 
Hear the Psalmist as with un­ 
wonted fervor he sings—“The heav­ 
ens declare the glory of God, and the 
firmament showeth his handiwork, 
day unto day uttereth speech and 
night unto night showeth knowledge.” 
There is not a passage in all sacred 
literature that evinces a spirit so de­ 
vout and reverential or so true a com­ 
prehension of the Gyrations of infin­ 
ite wisdom and power as one in Isaiah 
written immediately after the prophet 
had been contemplating the extent 
and magnificence of the works of God. 
“ Who hath measured the waters of 
the great deep in the hollow of his 
hand apd meted out the heavens 
with a span, and comprehended the 
•dust of the earth in a meas­ 
ure and weighed the mountains 
in scales and the hills in a balance! 


Who hath directed the spirit of the 
Lord, or being his counsellor hath 
taught him? Behold the nations are 
as a drop of the bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the bal­ 
ance ! Behold he taketli up tlie isles 
as a very little thing! It is he that 
sitteth upon the circle of the earth, 
and the inhabitants thereof are as 
grasshoppers; that stretcheth out the 
heavenR as a curtain and spreadetb 
them out as a tent to dwell in. To 
whom then shall we liken him ? Lift 
up your eyes on high and behold ’ 
Who hath created all those things 
that bringeth out their host by num­ 
ber ; that cal let h them all by their 
names by the greatness oi his might? 
Because he is strong in power not one 
faileth! Hast liiou not heard that the 
everlasting God, the Lord, is the 
creator of the ends of the earth ?” 
The Psalmist was humbled and 
almost overwhelmed as he considered 
tlie matehless display of Divine w* 
doni and power in the material uni­ 
verse. In expreasing bis reverent 
amazement he exclaimed: “When 1 
consider the heavens, tlie work of Un­ 
hand, and tlie moon and stars, which 
thou hast ordained, wliat is man 
that thou art mindful of him, or the 
son of man that thou visitest him ?” 
“ If,” says a modern writer, who 
with passionate admiration had in­ 
vestigated the woiks of God, “if in 
studying the operations and laws of 
nature, we arc walking side by sid, 
with its great author and sustaiuer 
then we behold this department of 
truth as be beholds it; we recognize 
the order of nature and the relations 
of cause and effect as he recoguize 
them, we actually think iiis thoughts 
and perceive his pur|»ose, and tlie 
whole tendency of this must Vie to 
bring our minds into grateful har­ 
mony with his. As the Infinite Spirit 
does not exhibit himself to U3 peison- 
ally, lie doubtless intended to make 
known to us bis natmal attributes 
through his works, and for this pur­ 
pose he preadapted our minds to ac­ 
quire a knowledge of them, and so far 
as we do acquire, we are evidently 
growing in his natural image, and be­ 
coming better and better prepared fur 
the reception of that truth, which be­ 
longs not to the intellect alone, but 
also to tlie heart.” 
And thus in all ages souls of the 
fine6t grain, and the keenest spiiitual 
insight have been swaved, and awed, 
and filled, and upliited, by sympathe­ 
tic coutaet with the power that is con­ 
tinually pouring thro’ all material 
forms. My hearer, have yon ever be­ 
held scenery so grand and imposing 
that the very air seemed as pure as 
tlie breath of heaven— scenery that 
tirrod your whole being so deeply 
that you could scarcely suppress your 
tears, when you wished to hear no 
whisper but from the angel of tho de­ 
vine presence that seemed to be hol­ 
ering near, and you felt as though 
you were in God’s great holy of 
holi1 ~ 
When to us, as totheFaaliuist, God’s 
words declare his glory as really as 
mortal speech ever aid, when the 
seasons each with its peculiar lessons 
aud blessings, bring God nearer to 
our thoughts aud feelings, when the 
manifold beauty and the amazing or­ 
der and regularity, the infinite variety 
aud tlie awe inspiring majesty of na­ 
ture reveal to us the all-controlin¿ 
intelligence, then we appreciate more 
fully the words of the poet, uttered, 
not in the pantheistic sense in which 
God is only the impersonal spirit of 
nature, but in tlie higher sense in 
which all nature is controlled and 
animated by the immediate presence 
and power of the personal God. 
All arc but parts of one stupendous whole, 
Whose body nature Is aud God the soul 
That changed in all and yet in all the same, 
Great in the earth as in the eterual flame; 
Warms iu the sun. refreshes in the breeze, 
Glows in the stars and blossoms In the trees: 
Lives thro’ all Ufe. extends thro’ a,l extent. 
Spreads undivided, operates uuspent; 
Breathes in our soul, informs our mortal 
part, 
As full, as perfect in vile man that mourns, 
As in the seraph that adores and burns. 
The season is at hand when all ani­ 
mated nature will rejoice in newness 
of life. I 3 it possible for a thoughtful 
person to go forih into the fields, 
or our orchards and vineyards and 
gardens, or roam 
among 
the 
hills aud behold the countless 
forms and shades of beauty—the 
innumerable evidences of joyous life, 
the velvet carpet of the earth, the 
flowers that nestle and nod by every 
path, the curtains richer than damask 
that wave through gorge and wood­ 
land, the graceful festooning of lawn 
and forest, and listen to the wild, 
sweet warbling from bush and tree, 
be fanned by b eczes freighted with 
the richest perfumes—can one go forth 
w hile all the senses are luxuriating in 
the blessings and glories of Spring 
and not hear the divine voice that 
murmurs or feel the life-giving power 
that pulrates through it all! 
How can one seiiously consider the 
lessons of the season already opening 
w ithout feeling that he is in the im­ 
mediate presence of him who made 
and governs all—without adopting as 
the language of his own soul the half 
inspired poem of Horace Sm ith: 
Not the domes where crumbling arcli aud 
column 
Attest the fullness of mortal hand, 
But to that fame most catholic aud solemn, 
Which God haa planned. 
To that cathedral, boundless as our wonder, 
Whose quenchless lamps the sun aud moon 
supply: 
Its choir the winds and waves—its organ 
thunder: 
Its dome the sky. 
There as iu solitude and shade 1 wander 
Thro’ the green aisles, or st etched upon tho 
sod, 
Awed by the silence, joyfully I ponder, 
The ways of God. 
Your voiceless lips. O flowers, are living 
preachers; 
Each cup a pulpit, and each leaf a hook 
" 
’-ring to mv fancy 
1 loneliest nook. 
Floral apostles that in dewy splendor. 
Weep without woe and blush without 
crime: 
Your numerous lessous 1 delight to ponder 
And make them mine. 
J sec great orchards with their burdens 
bending, 
The board, d grain to zephyrs gently nod; 
From waving forests, biids their music 
lending, 
Proclaiming God. 
Were I, 0 Lord, in churchless lands remain 
ing, 
Far from all voice of teachers and divines, 
My soul would find in things of thy ordain­ 
ing, 
Priests, sermons, shrines. 
Flowers are wonderful things. Look 
at them ; consider their delicate me­ 
chanism, which no art can imitate, 
their vital breath and fragrant frame, 
the universally accepted symbols of 
sweetness and purity, welcome evan­ 
gels in the gardens and homes of rich 
and poor alike—appropriate in all our 
gladness, appropriate 111 all our sor­ 
row, appropiiate in the church as ex- 
pressi ve of its purest and most sacred 
themes, and blending their sweetness 
with the incense of prayer; appropri­ 
ate in tlie joy of the marriage hour, 
in the loneliness of the sick room, and 
crowning with a beautiful prophecy 
the marble foreheads of the dead. 
They give completeness to the asso­ 
ciations of childhood, and are in per­ 
fect keeping by the side of old age, 
strangely as their freshness contrasts 
with its wrinkles and gray hairs, for 
they are symbolical of the purity of 
the soul’s perpetual youth, 4he in­ 


ward blossoming of immortality, the 
amaranthine crown. 
“ In their presence we feel that 
when the holy shall drop as a with­ 
ered calyx, the soul shall go forth as 
a winged seed.” 
I confess to a profound respect for 
sacred forms and ceremonies; for the 
rite of baptism by which a soul is 
consecrated to the highest; for the 
solemn act of ordination by which a 
man is eet apart to the Christian 
ministry; for the services of dedica­ 
tion by which a temple, made with 
human hands, is consecrated to the 
worship of God. I like the church 
tablets with their inscriptions worthy 
of being written in gold ; all these are 
sacred—but when 1 walk forth for 
meditation in God’s outer temple, 
whose dome is the deep blue sky, 
frescoed with clouds of silver and 
gold—whose tableta on the green- 
crested mountains are inscribed by the 
finger of omnipotence, whose choir is 
tho millions of living creatures his 
own hand hath ma le. w hose Bible is 
the record of his thought and kindly 
purpo e above, beneath, abroad and 
everywhere—when I saunter in gar­ 
den, on meadow, in copse or glen and 
sec with what a baptism of beauty, 
more sacred than holy water, he has 
consecrated this great temple of the 
world—how in grat-s, foliage and flow­ 
er, in the scented air, in lu-cious 
fruit and precious grain, in the spon­ 
taneous sang of j lyouH life, in tower­ 
ing mountain, rippling stream and 
rolling < tv an, li; seems 10 be almost 
personally present, I confess to h feel­ 
ing of reverence aud awe—a sense of 
nearness to God that I uever experi­ 
ence d in the most magnificent cathe­ 
dral ever consecrated to his name. 
It may well be doubted whether a 
regular religious service was ever !>e- 
fore held, whether on the face 01 tlie 
earth a Christian church ever before 
assembled amid environments and 
associations like these. They are not 
of our planning. To-morrow, and for 
:-ome time thereafter, this hail will lie 
used in continuance of this fine ex­ 
hibit of citrus fruits; and it was seen 
that to remove all these fruits, 
flowers, plants aud tables and 
put 
this 
great 
auditorium 
in 
its usual condition for us to-day and 
then bring them back and arrange 
them iu good order for to-morrow 
would involve a vast amount of 
trouble and considerable expense. 
The question therefore presented it­ 
self to oac of our true friends, w hy nut 
hold onr regular ervices amidst the 
choicest gif is of the God of nature; 
and sure enough, why not? Could the 
divine presence, power and goodness 
be more signally displayed than they 
are here and now. Can scenery the 
grandest of ¡he world, can providen­ 
tial coincidence the most remarkable, 
can Iluly Writ, of whose meaning we 
ire not always sure, impress the 
thoughtful mind, the reverent heart 
as profoundly as do these beauties 
and bounties’of the earth, these direct 
creations of the power that animates 
nature. 
liad it been given to prophet or 
apostle to witness such a spectacle as 
tiiis, what expressions of glad amaze­ 
ment, 
what 
exclamations 
of 
adoring wonder, what songa ofgfevout 
thanksgiving would have been left on 
record for our inspiration. 
It is entirely within the truth to 
say that not many exhibits like this 
have ever been held and certainly wc 
ought to feel the exceptional char­ 
acter of this. 
We are worshiping 
amidst the most suggestive associa­ 
tions. The tint aud fragrance of these 
flowers, the color and quality of these 
various fruits, the uniqueness of these 
semi-tropical plants, came from the 
thought and finger of God. 
And yet, without irreverence we 
may say that unaided God never 
made such fruits and flowers as these. 
How wonderful the fact that he in­ 
vites man into partnership with him­ 
self, most directly in producing the 
innumerable things that minister to 
our comfort and happ ness. 
God 
never made a steam engine, a printing 
press, a telegraph, a piano, a city di- 
rectoiy, a dictionary or a Bible. ’ He 
never made u good orange, a Muscatel 
grap;» or a tea rose; but how 
laithfullv, constantly, grandly, lie 
haa worked with us while we have 
been improving upon nature’s meth­ 
ods and productions. 
Everything that helps make this 
spectacle a wonder and a delight was 
produced hv a com ination of divine 
and human forces; an illustration of 
our relation to all tlie forces that play 
through the universe. GoJ never 
made a perfect man, and it may be 
doubted it He ever made a perfect 
angel. 
He creates human and an­ 
gelic natures as He created the fox- 
grape and crab-apple—susceptible of 
wonderful improvement by cultiva­ 
tion, and thus honors 11s with the 
prerogative oi unfolding our own 
germinal powers and completing the 
work which He only began. Blessed 
prerogative! 
Who would have it 
otherwise? 
Who would prefer to 
have no part in the toil and the re­ 
sponsibility, and, therefore, have no 
share in the honors and emoluments 
of his own manhood? 
AH 
mechanism, 
all artisnn- 
ship, 
all 
tine work is high­ 
ly educational. 
I 
admire the 
the skillful Workman, and yet I would 
lather be the arbiter of my own good 
fortune, rather help mould aud fashion 
a grand type of manhood for myself 
than to he the architect of St. Peter’s 
or the inventor of the steaui engine; 
and, in like manner, with all the 
risks, and all my liability to mistakes 
and failures, by analyses of soil, by 
experiments with modes of irrigation 
and ways of cultivation, by the cross­ 
ing of blood, I would much rather 
co-operate with GOd in producing such 
fruits as here delight our eyes, than, 
without an etfort on my part, to have 
it created, nicely packed and laid at 
my door. As the men who by toil 
and care, and ingenuity and persist­ 
ency are producing these golden, 
luscious fruits, are themselves im­ 
proving more rapidly than their 
orchards or their methods, and, there­ 
fore, it is passing into a proverb that 
our fruit producing colonies ore among 
the most intelligent and enterprising 
people on the coast. 
But to achieve your best in your 
orchards and gardens and yineyards, 
you must be free—free to think and 
act, free to adopt new measures, free 
to try experiments, free to win suc­ 
cess, free to blunder and fail. And 
therefore it was eminently appropri­ 
ate to make conspicuous here, tlie 
beautiful ensign, of our natural 
achievement and glory; often torn by 
shot and shell, often baptized in tlie 
blood of our noblest men, often kissed 
by the wounded and dying, yet with 
not a star missing, still afloat the 
symbol of our purpose in politics and 
and religion, in thought and aim, in 
body and soul to be free, and as the 
intelligence and tasteand the achieve­ 
ment here indicated are possible only 
to free m en; so the more fragrant 
flowers, the more golden fruitage of 
character, the virtues and graces, 
without which a human soul is but 
a poor sour orange root, an astringent 
fox-grape, are possible only to the 
free.And precisely as in tlie exercise of 
your freedom you are co-operating 


wiih Gotí in converting into a garden 
this choice portion of his dom ain- 
arresting the attention of the country 
by the quality and quantity of your 
fruits, will you not also seek the co­ 
operation of God in cultivating the 
fruits of knowledge, purity, righteous­ 
ness and all-sided Christian manli­ 
ness of which, with all their beauty 
and wholesomeness theso arc chiefly 
symbolical.

Mrs. Lew Wallace Opens 
the Doors of For­ 
bidden Rooms. 


BATHROOMS OF ALABASTER. 


Gardens Where Nightingales Sing 
and Bushing Waters Cool 
the Air. 


« 
Slavery is nominally abolished in 
,1 ^ 
the Ottoman Empire, but it is said— 
I know not how truely—that ten 
thousand are annually bought, the 
larger portion being women, who be­ 
come inmates of the Turkish harems; 
and this mingling with the fairest 
race has subdued the original ugli­ 
ness of the Tartar. 
There aro boundless possibilities io 
their exchango of circumstance. 
Each one may become an odalisque, 
the mother oi Princes,even a Sultana. 
For by this strange code of Moslem, 
the Sultan must marry a slave, one 
who has been bought and sold, 
and the lowest on whom he casts a 
passing look has hope of such high 
destiny. 
The Turk can have four lawful 
wives, though f-*w have more than 
o n e . “ Wo copy father Jacob,” they 
plead, and if you hint at forbidden 
numbers, “ We are like Solomon the 
W ise, and David, his father.” 
No Oriental woman makes secret 
her wish to marry, any more than the 
widow’ of Moab in the barley fields 
among the gleaners of Bethlehem, and 
her prayer is yet the prayer of Ra­ 
chel: ‘'Give mo children else I die.” 
With this underflow of feeling, 
Caucasian women willingly leave their 
wretched homes, and when ships 
touch at the coast come to the trav­ 
elers and implo e them to carry them 
awav as servants. They have seen 
their brothers—handsome and fear­ 
less as leopards—marched off' to 
service in foreign armies. Their cos­ 
tume of Persian embroideries belted 
with siloco girdles, their sharp f-eime- 
tars enamelled with gol 1, dazzle the 
sight. The women long to follow and 
tempt fate in the city which they 
have heard lies like a bird afloat oil 
the waters of the Golden Horn. 
These young girls have little ten­ 
derness to remember. Iu one gar­ 
ment the}' have herded sheep and 
carried water jara cu bruised shoul­ 
ders in the fierce heat of summer, aud, 
rolled in skins, on the mud floor of a 
smoky den they have shivered in bit­ 
ing winds blowing across glaciers 
w hich never melt. 
They do not sigh for freedom, they 
have had freedom in their own hills; 
the} 'want to thrust their baic feet in­ 
to velvet slippers spangled with gold, 
and loll on soft divans in rooms lined 
with bright marbles. 
The trade is carried on by Jews and 
is a necessary part of polygamy. Tire 
slaves enter better conditions than 
they leave, are usually kindly treat­ 
ed, and by law are free at the end of 
seven years. The whclo system is 
patriarchal and was ancient before 
the coming of the Father of the 
Faithful. 
Contracts for marriage are ofteuost 
made by the mother of the bride, who 
sometimes does not see her fiance 
tili she is robed for the ceremony, and 
old maids are unknown in the em­ 
pire, where maids are marriageable 
at sixteen or younger. 
Wedding festivities sometimes last 
a whole week. The men iu their 
rooms smoke solemnly and sip coffee. 
“Laughter,” says their proverb, “is 
for women and children.” And 
merrily laughter rings through the 
sceened doors of the apartments of 
the women. Their gayety overflows in 
jests and playful tricks, trivial aud 
meaningless to us, hut delightful to 
them. Charms are practiced, for­ 
tunes foretold and dreams in which 
they have childlike faith, are reluted. 
Sometimes a marriage is delayed on 
account of a bad omen or unlucky 
dream. 
The preseuts of the wealthy are jew­ 
els, furs and embroideries, shawls from 
the goats oi Thibet, silks of Indian 
m . 
elves, rich as coronation robes; scarfs 
of Mecca, woven of pure white silk, 
shot with silver. The larger garments 
are strung on a cord stretched against 
the wails of the bridal chamber. A 
wreath of artificial flowers borders its 
ceiling and the draperies below make 
a vari-colored lining, gay as the shawl- 
lined tent of Ilaroun-Al-Raschid. All 
is arranged with the unerring eye for 
color which distinguishes ihe Oriental, 
aud the work goes on with intervals 
of feasling, eating sugar plums and 
wild, fantastic music, at once harsh 
and sorrowful. 
The bride is radiant in white or 
r«He pink wrought with gold; her 
nails and finger tips are dyed with 
lienna, and an amulet of cornelian, 
inscribed with a verse from the Koran, 
is hung round the neck—a defense 
against the evil eye. 
When the hour comes for the be­ 
trothed strangers to see each other 
face to face for the first time, her 
friends kiss the bride between the 
eyebrows, removes her veil and 
spreads it on the floor. The bride­ 
groom kneels upon it and oilers the 
touching prayer appointed by Lord 
Mahomet, regarded as the most ac­ 
ceptable that can be addressed to the 
deity on this occasion. 
IN THE HARKM. 
The word harem means holy 
sanctified, and in general sense is 
given to any spot peculiarly hallowed. 
I was a long while learning that the 
name applies to the spacious inclosed 
court about moeques; not a barred 
pr¡Bon,but con te crated ground,revered 
as a sanctuary. However blank and 
bare the remainder of the bouse may 
be—and usually is—the forbidden 
rooms are well furnished according 
to Moslem fancy, in which is copied, 
as far as possible, their ideal 
paradise—an adorable palace with 
a thousand windows, and before 
every window a sparkling fountain. 
Free light, 
abundant space, 
shady gardens where the nightingale 
sings among the roses, and rushing 
waters cool the air. These are the 
luxuries which foreshadow the golden 
pleasure-fie’ds kept for the Faithful by 
the Houris. 
The women, old and young, assem­ 
ble in the sacred rooms, with their 
children and attendants, and they 
are the centre of the world to the 
home-keeping Turk, who cares noth­ 
ing for travel and never emigrates. 
His spare time and money are spent 
there, and the wife is, in the tender 
Arabian phrase, the keeper of her 
husband’s soul. 
Turkish houses are much alike. 
The entrance is through a double 
door, large enough for horses and car­ 
riage. Beyond it is a swing screen 
suspended like a gate which hides the 


door opens. Two outside staircases 
appear, one leading to the men’s 
apartments, the other to the women’s. 
At the first landing the visitor finds 
the black aga, or guard, before the 
door of the apartment to which only 
one man is admitted and wh c'i is for­ 
bidden to the sight and thought of all 
men save that one. 
There is no special to sleep or eat 
eat in. A low divan,running rcuud the 
Mall of each ioom, is made a lied by 
night, the clothes being kept iu 
presses by day. In the Imperial Pal­ 
aces the coverlets are of Lahore stuffs, 
embroidered with colored silks inter- 
M'ovon with pearls and turquoises,the 
sheets are of fine cotton barred with 
strijies of silk like satin ribbon. 
The pillows have silk and gold, and 
during the summer mosquito nets of 
Tripoli gauze, spotted with gold, are 
s lHpeuded by gilt hoops over the 
s • ¡per. Formerly cashmere shawls 
serxed us “spreads” for the beds of 
the rich. 
The small round mirror, framed in 
velvet, is always at hand for toilet 
use, and the laying on of cosmetics is 
so deep that it "is named “face-writ­ 
ing.” Turkish women understand 
the arts of repairing the ravages of 
time, aud their toilet service is varied 
au< Ineffective. 
Meals were served on bright brass 
trays of various sizes, and a piece of 
bread serves as spoou, kuife aud fork, 
so deftly used that there is neither 
spilling nor crumbling about the low 
table beside which cushions arc 
ranged instead of chairs. Exquisite 
neatness prevails, and many attend­ 
ants are in waiting. 
BATHROOMS OP ALABASTER. 
Every Turkish harem has its bath­ 
rooms, three in number, if the owner 
‘s well-to-do. The first is square, 
hiefly of marble (in the Sultan’s pal­ 
ace, of Egyptian alabaster), lighted 
from a glass dome. A large reservoir 
auilt against the outer wall, with an 
opening into the bath, contains the 
water, half of which is heated by a 
furnace below it. Hot air pipes throw- 
intense heat into the room, fountains 
lead the water from the reservoir and 
here the rubbing piocess is conducted. 
The second room is less heated and 
furnished only with a marble plat­ 
form holding mattresses and cushions, 
where the bathers repose after the 
fatigue of ablutions too many for de­ 
scription. Here they smoke cigar­ 
ettes, eat fruits and sweets aud final­ 
ly w'rap themselves in soft burnouses 
and pass to the other chamber, 
where they drowso and doze 011 the 
downy couches till they recover from 
the steaming heat au.l the laugour 
that follows a long, warm bath. 
Besides these, there are public 
baths where women 6peud many 
hours iu gossip and the passive enjoy­ 
ment of being thoroughly nibbed, 
washed, combed and perfumed. 
I once met a famous lady bought 
with a great price by a high official 
of Slamboul. 
She was a Georgian, I 
think, with hair of reddish gold—the 
sun bright tresses of Medea—ivory- 
white skiti, eyes black as death, the 
antelope eyes of the poets. The faint­ 
est line of antimony drawn on the 
lids at the root of the long lashes 
added to the r lustre and the witchery 
of her glance. 
She wore the yashmak, aud as only 
ladies were present I begged her to 
remove it, so I might see her un­ 
veiled loveliness. 
She complied 
without affectation or timidity or 
blushing, and returned my gaze with 
smiling serenity, too well used to open 
admiration for embarrassment. I 
cannot recall her name; it was some­ 
thing which being interpreted might 
mean Tulip Cheek. A riviere of 
pearls lay or her neck—snow on snow 
—and the exquisite mouth was a very 
Cupid’s bow. 
My princess must have been a peer­ 
less maiden ten years before, now, 
uuhuppilv, growing stout, as Eastern 
women usually do; the result of the 
luxurious liviug aud much eating ot 
sweets. Her manner was soft and 
gracious, her aspect the repose of 
supreme content. 
Ladies of rank are now struggling 
into the miseries of French toiler, but 
the old Tufkish dress is much pret­ 
tier. A loose, flowing robe of silk or 
crape wrought with gold and silks, 
without belt or tightness to limit its 
comfort; nothing better adapted to 
their climate can be imagined. The 
white veil prescribed by law, without 
which no one may appear on the 
street or in the presence of mau, is of 
thin gauze folded bias and placed 
ever the bead, ' comiDg down 
near the eyebrows. A large piece 
covers the lower half of the 
face ami is secured to the back hair 
by jeweled pins. It makes a light, 
pretty turban which is a merciful 
charity to the homely and enhances 
the grace of the graceful; not hiding 
the paradise eyes—ah, those eves! 
Well may the minstrels liken their 
liquid splendor to the reflection of 
midnight stars at the bottom of a v.-ell. 
And the veils grow thinner aud thin­ 
ner in spite of irmans, issued by the 
Sultan and read in all the mosques, 
calling attention of heads of families 
to this backsliding and violation of 
the law of the Prophet. 
Often have I been asked, How do 
Constantinople ladies employ them­ 
selves? Like others who love leis­ 
ure, in visiting, promenading, dress 
and shopping. Their chief joy is to 
float in a caique to the Valley of 
Sweet Waters, the beauty spot of the 
Bosphorus. On Friday—the Mahom­ 
etan Sundae—hundreds glide by 
dressed in brilliant color, mist-like 
veils faintly shading their faces. The 
rowers wear jackets of scarlet, stiff 
with shining broidery. An armed 
slave is on duty, clad in barbaric 
stuffs. Cushions of eider-down, crim­ 
son hangings touching the blue wa 
ter, make the enchanting picture. 
Oh, how its beauty comes back to me 
now? 
Their talk with each other is of 
their children, the change and in­ 
trigues of the palace, and of dress. 
THE TURKISH WOMAN 
Does not know the word rosyo isibil- 
ity. She has undisputed control of 
her property and time, is able to take 
her own part, and by finesse and per­ 
severance manages to have her own 
way.Speaking through an interpreter 
dulls the edge of conversation, and 
the merest trifles suffice. Yet, 
thinking over our talk, it does not 
seem greatly inferior to the average 
morning visit in the land we love to 
call our own. 
The seclusion of the harem gives 
much time for discussion, and many 
a question of grave import is there 
deba ed The women are well inform­ 
ed in politics, fond of intrigue, and so 
artful that our missionary, Dr. Dwight 
of Constantinople, writes: “Any one 
who has private schemes to advance, 
a policy to develop, an office to gain 
or to keep, a boy to provide for or an 
enemy to crush, sends his wife to the 
harem of a grandee.” Women here 
bring about the most astounding re* 
EUl S. 
Their manner is ceremonious during 
formal sails, and they still kiss the 
hem of the garment in deference to 
age or superiority. In familiar places 


trained young girls, and listen with 
interest to accounts of our ways of 
living, how we keep house, do great 
chanties, manage the churches, etc. 
etc. “IIow hard.” they say, in ten 
derpity; “that li e may lie good for 
you, but Mould not be at all good for 
us. You are made for work ; we are 
made for love. This suits us best.” 
So they lean back on their silky cush­ 
ions, taste the conserve of rose and 
quince, light their cigarettes, and are 
happy.—[Susan E. Wallace in New 
York W< ' •

spending the winter in Florence. 
Professor George Park Fisher has 
prepared for incorporation in his 
“ History of the Christian Church,” 
which has now reached a second 
edition, a chapter headed, “Notes to 
the Literature of Church History,” in 
effect, a comprehensivo bibliography 
of the subject. 
A populare series of “Stories of the 
States,” illustrated, is to be published 
by the D. Lathrop Company. Among 
those who will contribute volumes are 
Noah Brooks, Marion Harland, El* 
bridgo S. Brooks, C. M. Skinner, Ed­ 
ward Everett Hale, Edmund Alton, 
and Maurice Thompson. 
Reports from Paris state that Dr. 
Ilenry Schliemann, now' in Greece, 
has made a discovery of the highest 
interest—the ruins of a temple of 
great antiquity. 
A new book, em­ 
bodying these and other discoveries, 
may bo expected from him iu the 
course of time. He is said to be in 
vigorous health. 
The English practice of putting an 
almost prohibitive price upon a work 
in the interest of the great circulating 
libraries, was well illustrated when 
The Life and Letters of Charles 
Darwin” was published. The price 
for the three volumes was $9, exactly 
twice the price asked for the Ameri­ 
can reprint.

Durand), in 
an interview in Paris on literary 
topics, explains Zola’s misanthropic 
view of human nature in part by the 
hardships through which he went 
when he first came to Paris. His 
poverty was extreme. She narrates 
that he was once compelled to remain 
in bed a week, his clothes having been 
pawned, and he not having money to 
redeem them.

with the sin, the misery, and the deg­ 
radation of Paris, has discolored his 
whole life.

all living things. 
W ithout their presence and co-action 
no germ or seed can begin or continue 
to exhibit signs of life. 
Upon the 
Withdrawal of either from any living 
body, whether anim al or vegetable, 
.th e functions and symptoms of life 
instantly cease and disappear. 
The procreative power of the sun 
ncting upon w ater was recognized in 
ancient times. 
In the brief biblical 
account of creation it is recorded that 
light was made on the first day. The 
length of these creative days is uncer­ 
tain. 
The sun was invisible until 
the fourth day, up to and during 
which day of the existence of animal 
life there is no intim ation. 
On the 
fifth day, when the rays of the sun 
had been for the space of one creative 
day impressed upon the bosom of the 
aea ana penetrated the waters, the 
latter brought forth, and the sea was 
filled with anim ated life. 
The inhabitants of the American 
continent, from the southern to the 
northern extrem ity, excepting per­ 
haps the Eskim o upon the waters of 
the Arctic ocean at the time of its dis­ 
covery by Europeans, in their com­ 
plexion, features and general char­ 
acteristics presented a 
uniformity, 
w hether dwellers in South or North 
Am erica, or upon the shores of the 
Atlantic or Pacific oceans, which reas­ 
onably led to the conclusion that they 
were of one common origin. 
Much labor and research have been 
expended by learned and unlearned, 
aa well as visionary| writers to solve 
the problem of their origin and from 
whence they came. Fanciful writers 
have even endeavored to prove them 
to be the descendants of the lost tribes 
of Israel. 
Ethnologists and philolo­ 
gists, however, have labored in vain 
to connect them with any of the 
Asiatic or other races of mankind. 
W hile a great diversity of languages, 
having no philological resemblance to 
one another, were spoken in different 
parts of the continent, no one of them 
can be connected with any language 
now or heretofore spoken by people 
of the Old Continent. 
The radical difference in the lan­ 
guages spoken by the American In­ 
dians would seem to be an insuper­ 
able objection to the assumption of 
their having had a common origin. 
W ater is one of the chief elements 
of all organized bodies, w hether an­ 
im al or vegetable, and holds a con­ 
spicuous and im portant place in all 
the products of crystalization. W ith­ 
out its presence no germination is pos­ 
sible. 
Fertility demands its pres­ 
ence and fecundation needs its assist­ 
ance. It is the womb of many varie­ 
ties of 
insects 
and reptiles, from 
which they come forth fully developed 
and prepared for a life existence 
upon , the dry land or in the atmos­ 
phere. I t enters 
largely into the 
bodies of all vegetable organizations, 
and constitutes the major part of the 
bodies of all anim als; even man, the 
highest order of the animal kingdom, 
is indebted to water for two-thirds of 
the weight of his whole l>ody. The 
m ammalian family of animals, includ­ 
ing man, during their foetus state, are 
immersed in an aqueous fluid. 
Sur­ 
rounded by water, the coming animal 
or m an is fully developed and nour­ 
ished into an organized being, capable 
of breathing the air and receiving 
food into its stomach, when it shall 
have been born into the world. 
TRANSFORMATION FROM FOUNDATIONS. 
Many species and varieties of an­ 
im ate beings pass through a greater 
or less num ber of transformations, 
between the time of their fecundation 
and their reaching that state of de­ 
velopment in which they are capable 
of reproduction. The mosquito, and 
many other winged insects, emerge 
from water fully developed to main­ 
tain their existence in the air or upon 
th e face of the earth. 
Many insects 
of 
the 
lepidepterous 
order pass 
through a num ber of transformations 
between their egg and chrysalis states, 
from which latter they come forth 
with powers of propagation. 
The 
butterfly and silk worm miller are 
iam iliar examples of those transform a­ 
tions. 
The vast accumulations of the shells 
of shell fish now found in a fossil 
state in numerous places upon or 
near the shores of oceans, which ac­ 
cumulations it is presumable were 
made by m an, indicate th a t at one 
time in m an’s stage of existence his 
dwelling place was more generally 
than at present upon the shores of the 
larger bodies of water, and that he 
drew his subsistence largely, if not 
chiefly, from the waters upon the 
shores of which he dwelt. 
THE PRINCIPLE OF HEREDITY 
Is so strongly im planted in m an’s 
nature, th at 
his 
m ovement, and 
especially his intellectual movement, 
is extremely slow from the plane 
on which 
the 
intellect 
of 
his 
parents 
and 
progenitors 
had 
necome fixed. 
The civilization or 
intellectual development of m an has 
in all past ages, and even in the pres­ 
ent one, been of slow growth. If the 
upward progress of man in the pres­ 
en t age is slow, what untold genera­ 
tions must have iutervened between 
th e time when man first came into ex­ 
istence, when he had no knowledge of 
language or the use of articulate 
sounds, to the time when he became 
able to construct a dwelling and to 
hold converse with his friends and 
neighbors! In the vocal utterances 
of new-born babes of mankind there is 
no essential difference. These vocal 
sounds are soon modified, however, 
by m ental emotions, such as fear, 
anger and pleasure, but they bIiow 
no indications of articulate sounds. 
The ability of the vocal organs to give 
forth articulate sounds is largely, if 
not chiefly acquired by the powers of 
imifktion. 
The 
hours, days and 
weeks imperceptibly spent by a fond 
mother, the loving father and the 
kind 
nurse 
in 
their 
continued 
efforts 
to 
teach 
the 
growing 
child 
to 
pronounce 
those 
syl­ 
labic sounds meaning “ father” or 
“ m other,” are m any before the child 
into whose 
ears 
these 
articulate 
sounds have been constantly enter­ 
ing, can, by his vocal organs, pro­ 
nounce the articulate sounds “ papa,” 
“ m am a,” and it íb by this power of 
im itation th a t th e vocal organs attain 
to their full development. 
So it must 
have been in the infancy of mankind. 
Generation 
after 
generation must 
have passed away before the roots of 
any language could have been formed 
b y m an. A primeval pair might have 
haard th e roaring of 
the ocean, 
^ 
the surging of the waves, the crash of 
thunder, the moaning of the waves 
and the voices of animals and birds, 
bat no articulate sounds floated in the 
air to be caught by the ear and repro­ 
duced by the m outh. They had no 
fond parent or nurse constantly voic­ 
ing these sounds until they were able 
to reproduce them. They would have 
lived and died, as would many gener- 
‘ 
I after them, before a parent 
to ld /, by articulate sounds, 


command a child to bring water or do 
any other act. 
It was, without doubt, 
the power of im itating the sounds of 
nature which led to the production of 
the first articulate sounds. 
PROCES8 OF ARTICULATE SOUNDS. 
During this low condition of man 
kind, and while the principle of gre 
gariousnes8 was but little, if at all uc 
veloped, the families 
would have 
been scattered, and no general inter 
course kept up between them . Cer­ 
tain articulate sounds would have 
been developed and used to express 
ideas by each of these seperate fami­ 
lies. These families would, in process 
of tim e, have grown into communi­ 
ties, ami with their growth the need 
of articulate sounds would be increas­ 
ed, which require the development of 
new sounds, and which would thus 
form the roots of a language used and 
understood only by this community. 
Such having been the condition of 
the primitive Indians of America, the 
difficulty of accounting for the differ­ 
ent languages spokon by them is 
greatly lessened, if not entirely over­ 
come. 
The germs from which animal and 
vegetable organizations have been de­ 
veloped must necessarily have lain in 
a dormant state in the solid earth, or 
in its wafers, for untold ages before 
the process of their development com­ 
menced. The nature of their environ­ 
ment dfirinfc this long period, as well 
as that while in the process of devel­ 
opment to a condition of propagation or 
Beed-bearing, must have impressed its 
character upon the fully developed ani­ 
mal or vegetable organization. In the 
earlier ages of the earth,and probably 
for a long period after m an’s exist- 
ance, the surface of this globe was in 
a state of greater or less commotion. 
The great beds of clay, the sedimen­ 
tary limestones, the red sandstone 
and other sedim entary mineral de- 
pcsits, as well as the boulders both 
large and small, and the sand of the 
earth, show the activity and violence 
oj these 
commotions 
and 
their 
pulverizing power. 
An inspection 
of the earth now elevated above the 
surface of the ocean, even in its 
higher portions, bears conclusive evi 
dence of having been submerged for a 
long period of time. The inspired 
penman, in looking back over the 
pages of time to that epoch in the 
world’s history when those irrepres­ 
sible forces, contraction and expan­ 
sion, and the 
incalculable 
water 
power of a whole globe, were engaged 
in 
a 
conflict 
in 
which 
the 
crust 
of 
the earth was 
ground 
into 
atoms—at 
th at time 
when 
mountains were 
raised 
up 
from 
beneath the waters until their tops 
reached the skies to become the 
fabled abode of gods, and when the 
receding 
waves from 
their sides 
rushed over older ones with irresisti­ 
ble force, tearing and wearing their 
solid m atter into fragments and grind­ 
ing them into paste to be mingled 
with 
the 
waters 
and by them 
deposited 
as 
the 
sedimentary 
m atter of the earth—the 
Mosaic 
writer 
could 
hardly have found 
words 
more 
expressive 
of 
the 
grand display of the forces of nature 
than th a t: "“ The Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters.” 
The 
waters were kept in a constant agita­ 
tion, and their color must have been 
in a greater or less degree that of the 
mineral m atter which they held in 
solution or suspension, aiul it would 
seem probable that during the denosit 
of the red sandstone of the American 
Continent the overlying waters were 
red. Now if the germ of a future or­ 
ganism should have commenced and 
carried on its development through 
the many transformations, until its 
organization 
was completed, 
sur­ 
rounded by waters of a red color, this 
color must in some measure have 
been impressed uj>on the developed 
organization. This impression would 
have been greater or less in proportion 
to the time required and the number 
of transformations through which the 
germ passed on its 
progress 
to 
its perfected state. 
During the long 
period of time in which the old and 
the new red sandstooe, and the clay, 
shale, slate and other argillaceous 
beds were laid down, the waters of 
the earth were not only turbid with 
mineral and vegetable m atter, but 
were heated to a greater or less de­ 
gree, and were, when in their proper 
condition of heat, fully prepared to 
nourish and bring forth these animal 
organisms which had been 
from 
germs developed. 


THE LITTORAL AND INTERIOR INDIANS. 


The country along the southern 
boundary line of the State of Califor­ 
nia and running down into the Mexi 
can. territory of Lower California, ami 
extending from the Pacific ocean to 
the Colorado river, was still in some 
measure inhabited by a family of In­ 
dians known as Yumas, who s* oke a 
common 
language, 
with 
various 
dialects in different parts of the coun­ 
try. Those Indians of the family who 
were subdued and held under the 
Mission of San Diego, were, and still 
are, known as Dieguefios. 
North 
of 
these 
Indians 
the 
country 
extending from the seashore over 
the mountains to the western border 
of the Colorado desert, and extending 
northerly through the counties of San 
Diego and San Bernardino, was in ­ 
habited, and still is to some extent, 
by another family of Indians known 
a9 Cahuillas. There does not appear, 
from a careful examination of the 
languages spoken by these two fami­ 
lies, any evidence 
th at they were 
derived from a common language. 
While the difference between the in­ 
dividual members of these two fami­ 
lies 
would 
likely 
be 
unnoticed 
by a stranger, the close and careful 
observation would discover a ¡marked 
' difference in their features and com- 
i plexion, those of the Cahuillas being 
a shade lighter than those of the 
Yumas. Independent of complexion, 
the features and cast of countenance 
of the individual members of each of 
these families are such as to enable a 
person intimately acquainted with 
both families to determine at sight to 
which family the individual belongs. 
Numerous and more or less varying 
dialects are sp ken in different parts 
of the country inhabited by the Ca­ 
huillas. 
THE INDIAN GENESIS. 
These Cahuilla Indians, at least 
those living in the county of San 
Diego, have an elaborate mythology 
and a legend of their own genesis 
which has been handed down to them 
by their forefathers. 
According to 
this legend, the Indians were created 
by the Supreme Being in w ater; they 
came up out of the water upon the 
land, which they found to be soft 
and m iry, and they traveled sou'h- 
erly in search of land suitable for 
their sustenance and residence, which 
they found upon the mountain ridges 
running through the southern part of 
California. 
We are told by anatomists that the 
lower terminal bones of the spinal 
column of m an are the rudim entary 
bones of a tail. If this legand of these 
Indians should be assumed to be a 
true history of their creation, the 
problem why man in his primordial 
stages was tadowed with a tail would 
seem to be satisfactorily solved. 


The Cahuilla legend in its m ost im ­ 
portant feature indicates the belief by 
them that the American Indians are 
dcscendaats of cne primeval pair, born 
of and from the water. If credence be 
given to this legendary genesis of the 
American Indians, all the hitherto 
unsolved problems respecting their 
origin and the diversity of their lai - 
g mges, eau be satisfactorily solve d 
without any violation of the laws of 
nature or of reason. The slight de­ 
ference 
of 
color 
and 
fea­ 
tures 
to 
bo 
found 
in 
differ­ 
ent 
families 
of 
them 
can 
be 
reasoi ably accounted for by their 
having lived for many successive gen­ 
erations under different climates and 
surroundings. 
W hile, as before stat­ 
ed, the physical differences between 
the Yuma and the Cahuilla families 
are too slight to be noticed by a 
stranger, the radical difference in 
their language proves that they must 
have been widely separated before 
and during the time in which their 
respective languages were evolved; 
and yet they subsequently came to 
gether and " have lived together in 
close proximity, one to the other, for 
a length of tim e running back beyond 
their oldest historic traditions. 
ORIGIN OF TUE SKIN COLOR. 
The pristine cells or germs from 
which the ancestral pair of Indians 
were evolved, commencing a life ex­ 
istence until passing through all the 
changes and transform ations to m an­ 
hood in red water, their outer cover­ 
ing or skin would naturally be of a 
redish color. In many stages of this 
transformation period and until the 
kands and feet were evolved^ if not 
still later, a tail instead of being an 
incumbrance, would have 
been a 
useful member. 
A careful dissection and close in­ 
spection of the foot of a horse dis­ 
closes the existance of rudim entary 
bones of toes, from which the cot - 
elusion is re iched that in some of the 
evolutionary stages through which the 
horse lias passed in reaching his pre­ 
sent structure and condition, the foot, 
instead of a hoof, was provided with 
toes. 
The bony structure of the h u ­ 
m an hand and foot is such that bv 
severing the skin and cartilages which 
bind and hold those bone-», they could 
without dislocation be spread out so as 
to for n the ribs of a large expanded 
web foot or hand. 
After this fully developed ancestral 
pair of American Indians were burned 
out of and brougnt forth from the 
m other waters of the earth in a man­ 
ner not dissim ilar to that in which 
their descendants have ever beeu 
brought forth out of the mother wa­ 
ters of their natural parent, with pow­ 
er to breathe the air and to procure 
food, they would remain along the 
shore oi the waters and obtain their 
food chiefly from that elem ent which 
had sustam e 1 them during the long 
period of their development. 
Pater­ 
nal and filial affection between tbit* 
primitive pair and their offspring for 
generations m ust have been merely 
anim al, and would not have contin­ 
ued beyond the time when their off­ 
spring reached the age of puberty, at 
which timo the offspring would have 
left their parents and found new 
families. Food being abundant and 
easily obtained, there would have 
been no mutual dependence between 
them. The founders of a new family 
would have selected a somewhat iso­ 
lated but favorable spot, upon which 
to locate themselves. As the fam i­ 
lies increased and spread along the 
shores of the water, and the supply 
of food, both from the water, and the 
land became of greater importance, 
rivalry, 
jealousies 
and 
ani­ 
mosities 
would 
ensue, 
from 
which 
habits 
of 
gregarious­ 
ness would result, and communities 
would l»e formed for both offensive 
and defensive purposes. 
A large if 
not a major part of the food of those 
communities must have been taken 
from the water, consisting to a great 
extent of shell fish, which having been 
brought to the places inhabited by 
them, their flesh would have been 
consumed and the shells cast aside 
into heaps, now found iu 
great 
abundance as fossils. The changes in 
the line of the shore along which 
these families lived, and the convul­ 
sions of the earth which placed the 
gold-producing beds of rivers along 
which large stream s once flowed in 
the foundations of broad and lofty 
mountains, disposed them into differ­ 
ent and distent lands, and conse­ 
quently, with diverse surrouudings, a 
diversity of languages would naturally 
be the result.

A jaunty, seal-lxjdecked damsel 
stepped into a music store not far 
from the Sun office one day last week 
and asked for the “ Boulanger March.” 
A half-dozen varieties of copies were 
quickly placed before her, and, after 
selecting a particular print, she said: 
“Thank you ; this is the one,” naid 
id < 
’ paid 
for it anu departed. 
“ Does that often happen?^’ asked 
the reporter of one of the leading lady 
attendants, whose pretty eyes and 
golden hair formed a face that was tit 
for a music title page. 
“ Yes,” she replied,sweetly.- “There 
are any number of compositions re­ 
printed from foreign works, the ar­ 
rangements of which are by different 
authors We keep all the varieties 
and idlow the public to choose for 
themselves.” 
“ Does such competition pay ?” 
“ Sometimes. 
When an exceed­ 
ingly popular composition is printed 
here, authors and publishers vie with 
one another in winning public favor. 
By these moans some very creditable 
efforts are produced, ami the public is 
tho gainer in the end.” 
“ Who are the popular writers of 
this class.” 
“ Oh, they are too numerous to 
mention. Among those whose eole- 
brity entitles them to a foremost 
rank are professionals whose works arc 
composed, arrauged, and sometimes 
sung by themselves. Among such 
may be named Frank Howard, the 
late Harry C. Talbert, Julius P. Wit- 
murk, Harrison Millard, Charles 
Connolly and Charles D. Blake of 
Boston. Many others there are whose 
efforts have been crowned with 
success, but who for want of 
a classical knowledgo of harmony, 
or a disinclination for work, allow 
the talent in that direction to be util­ 
ized by others. 
The best workers of 
this kind, though fruitful and original 
in their conception, become indiffer­ 
ent to fame, and live only for a day. 
Among the list in our catalogue of the 
most successful producers of catch 
music are found such names as 
Hkellv, Newcomb, Uosenfeld, Kava- 
nugli, Delaney, Mitchell and others.” 
“ What class of songs are the most 
popular?” 
“ Sentimental, chiefly, although of 
late th.e serio-comic songs have been 
favorably received. These, however, 
are only of ephemeral existence, and 
are, as a rule, generally superseded 
by the more staple productions that 
appeal to domestic ties and the fire­ 
side. The publishers themselves not 
infrequently determine the popularity 
of many compositions.” 
The reporter then paid a visit to 
several uptown houses, among them 
being the establishments of Harms 
and Harding. Said Manager Healy 
of the first named: “ We have any 
amount of manuscripts offered us 
dialy by ambitious writers who aspire 
to fame and de-ire to see their works 
in print; but it hardly need 
be said that where one song 
meets with popularity, that is, 
a large and extensive sale, there are 
as many hundred which fall short of 
the original expense of publication, 
and are relegated to oblivion. In this 
era of fitful prosperity, it is the ex­ 
ception and not the rule that a song 
will pay its first cost of production. 
Many authors, however, are unwilling 
to realize this, and become aggrieved 
when their manuscripts are summari­ 
ly declined. There is, to be sure, a 
certain class of standard writers, 
both 
operatic 
and 
sentimental, 
whose works are 
always 
in 
demand, 
such 
as Edward E. 
Rice, Woolson Mors.e, Charles E. 
Pratt, Bobby Newcomb, and others; 
and by many these are looked u|>on 
mb monopolists, so to speak. But this 
is erroneous. These writers 6imply 
possess an innate gift anti are prolific 
with a flow of melody, which meaus 
so many dollars and cents to the pub- 
'lishers.” 
“ Upon what do publishers base 
their opinion of any specific work?” 
“There is no definite manner 
of ascertaining the value of a 
song. It is all a lottery. Of course, 
the purchaser should have an ex­ 
perienced ear and a knowledge of the 
degree of skill with which the words 
.are wedded to the melody. But even 
these sometimes fail in determining a 
truly successful hit. A recent case in 
point was that of an author whose 
manuscript hod been declined by four 
different publishers, and which we 
were finally persuaded to accept, to 
soon find out that is was a veritable 
bonanza. Since then we have paid 
nearly $1,200 in royalties to the com­ 
poser. 
Bobby Newcomb’s famous 
‘There’s a Light in the Window,’ has 
an eventful history of this kind. ‘The 
Letter that Never Came,’as introduced 
by May Howard, is also a striking in­ 
stance in question. 
I can enumerate 
a list of popular achievements in this 
line by authors who, at the time of 
writing, little dreamed of the recep­ 
tion theft production would meet with 
at the time of publication. Among 
such are ‘Poor Old Dad,’ by John W. 
Gibbons; ‘The Old Red Shawl,’ by 
Morelsnd; ‘The Clock on the Wall, 
by Belasco, and ‘The Little Boy in 
Blue,’ by Talbert, as popularized by 
the new minstrel tenor, James Norrie 
Among the works of professional 
writers always more or less in demand 
are those of Frank Howard, better 
known as the author of ‘When the 
Robins Nest Again,’ and whose later 
creations, ‘Sweet Alpine Roses,’ 
‘Two 
Little 
Ragged 
Urchins,’ 
‘Sweet Heather Bells,’etc., are still 
selling. ‘Nearing the Harbor,’ by 
GusBie L. Davis; Teddy Solomon’s 
‘Life Story,’ and ‘Pretty Little 
Dark Blue Eyes,’ by Gus Williams.’ 
£"A trip to Harding’s establishment 
in the Bowery disclosed the proprie­ 
tor surrounded by stacks of musical 
catalogues, ready for tho opening 
season. Here is where the famous 
Matt O’Reardon first conceived his 
memorable “ Marriage Bells,” and 
the song which immortalized his 
his name soon after, “ Our Dream of 
Love is O’er.” O’Reardon began his 
career on the vauderville stage in his 
tumbleronicon specialty, and, gifted 
with a natural genius in concocting 
original melodies, united his talents 
with his work, and speedily came into 
notice as one of the most brilliant 
writers of the day. A list of the le id- 
ing successes for 1887 and 1888 was 
enumerated, and the following sum­ 
mary compiled, giving the estimate 
of their respective sales.

Among others of this class of prints 
that have touched the high-water 
mark may be mentioned W. J. Bosn­ 
ian's “ Gathering the Myrtle with 
M ary;” “ Dear Robin, I’ll Be True,” 
by Banks W inter; the classical lilt, 
“ When First We M et,” by Strelezski; 
• Tho Uricket on the Hearth,” by 


8tewait; 
“Creep Into Bed, My 
Baby,” by Belasco (an adaptation 
from the Mexican Serenade), and 
Dave 
Braham’s 
songs, 
which 
have scored an immense circu­ 
lation, chiefly the latter day suc­ 
cesses known as the “ Leather Patch” 
series, embracing the songs 
“It 
Showered Again,” “ Love. Put on 
Your Bridal Veil,” etc. In the comic 
and topical there has been of late 
years a dearth of songs that have com­ 
manded an extensive sale, though 
many of such prints have been popu­ 
larized by the professional singorj and 
become "a byword in our homes, 
since Dixey’s “It’s English, You 
Know,” 
and 
the 
muck 
ma­ 
ligned “ Climbir.g up the Golden 
Stairs,” there has been no especial 
work of Ibis stamp that has exceeded 
lhe ordinary salo uttending a compo­ 
sition suuposed to insure a famous 
issue. With the exception, perhaps, 
of Ixitta’s quaint eccentricity, “ Hush, 
Little Baby, Don’t‘You Cry,,” which 
received its prominence 
mainly 
through its catchy orchestral effects, 
and the following list of miscellaneous 
favorites, the darky and local ditty has 
fallen into innocuous desuetude :

A number of new copyrights that 
have sprung into existence lately, and 
which are rapidly becoming the 
source of much profit and prosperity 
to publishers, are those species of 
of necessity known as the “ Midwave” 
songs, which are being circulated in 
thousands of sheets and folios through­ 
out the land. They are sold at a 
nominal figure, and represent the 
sentiment 
of 
the 
masses—feel­ 
ing the public pulse, 
so 
to 
speak. Among these are the skits, 
‘Hi ho! Let her go, Gallagher?” the 
red-headed girl caricature, “ Where’s 
the White Horse?”, “It was Woman, 
Lovely Woman,” and innumerable 
others. 
These compositions are 
rnoslly from the pen of William W. 
Delaney, a compositor on the Sun, 
who, under the non de plume of 
Willie Wildwave,” has achieved dis 
tinction in his specialties, and whose 
efforts have swelled the coffers of hun­ 
dreds of publishers of this class of sheet 
music. Delaney has a happy knack 
of working up new ideas, popular 
phrases and new expressions, and 
weaving them into melodious rhythm. 
He ascribes his success chieflly to the 
newspaper upon which he is employ­ 
ed, ami says that lie finds material in 
its columns, new and bright, which 
he weaves into musical melange dur­ 
ing his leisure moments in the com­ 
posing- loom. 
Another successful writer of this stylo 
of music Í3 M. J. Kavanagh, the au­ 
thor of “ Bring Back My Fisher Boy,” 
Colleen Aroon” and other no'ed 
ballads. 
Frank Howard, elsewhere 
referí ed to—whose right name is Mar- 
tindale, and who has probably had 
moro consecutive successes in senti­ 
mental music than any otiier living 
author—made his first appearance as 
tenor with 
Thatcher, Prim­ 
rose 
it 
West’s 
minstrels. 
The 
immense 
income 
accru­ 
ing from his compositions enabled 
him in a short lime to retire from ac­ 
tive professional work, and he is now 
living on his farm in the upper part 
of New York State. 
Another phenomenal writer in this 
line is the well known boy soprano, 
Master Julius P. Whitmark, who 
wrote and sang with Thatcher, Prim­ 
rose & West’s minstrels his unique 
song. “The Sister’s Lullaby,” and 
who popularized the reminiscence, 
' Always Tako Mother’s Advice.” 
The late Harry 
Talbert, whose 
demise left a void in the song world, 
was also ono of those lights whose 
creations bid fair to outlive those of 
many modern writers. In instru­ 
mental compositions Woolson Morse, 
the author of the opera “ Cinderella at 
School,” and C. D. Wilson, who wrote 
“The Shepherd Boy” and “Tripping 
Through the Meadows,” staqd pre­ 
eminent as writers who also combine 
the versatile art of linking words mel­ 
odiously with lhe gamut. 
One of lhe most subtle gifts of the’ 
modern song writer is the knack of 
hitting upon some original title for 
his work. “Ono half the battle of 
fame” said a publisher, “ is the 
secret of getting a good name Lr a 
song.” The devices employed and the 
many' sleepless hours spent by authors 
in finding a suitable title for their 
text is a good evidence of the truth of 
the old adage, that 
“ there is 
nothing 
new under the 
sun.” 
Many peculiar incidente are ex­ 
tant illustrating the birth of an idea 
which liafl been grasped by some 
writer and interwoven into a musical 
dress. A case in point is that ab­ 
surdity, “ You Know,” generated and 
launched into familiarity by the di­ 
lemma of a dudelet who whistled it 
as a response to a magistrate commit­ 
ting him for contempt of court at a 
recent trial. 
Another pet song 
phrase, the title of which is 
said to have emanated from life’s 
repository, is that known as “Let her 
go, Gallagher!” born, it is affirmed, 
from the last words of the miscreant 
who uttered them on the scaffold and 
addressed them to the hangman as a 
signal to spriug the trap; the sheriff’s 
name being Gallagher, and the place 
Texas. As is well known, “the tune 
the old cow died of” was born in 
Scotland and the north of Ireland, 
where the familiar phrase originated 
from a heifer who died of hunger 
while the peasant sung unto her this 
lay: 
There was once an old man and he had an 
old cow, 
And nothing had he to give her: 
So he took out hia fiddle aud played her a 
tune— 
Consider, good cow, consider, 
This is no time for the grase to grow— 
Consider, good cow, consider. 
But the modern song poet aims at 
subtler things, and, contrasted with 
the above, the following effort from a 
contemporaneous aspirant leads the 
van of modern day parodies: 
How dear to my purse is the new-fashioned 
bonnet, 
The hat that I bought as a gift for my wife, 
A small piece of straw with an ostrich 
plume on it, 
The last I’ll buy while 1 still have my li_. 
The hat with a brim and a big swinging 
feather, 
And folded traps that I can’t even name, 
With stuffed birds and roses aud pieces of 
leather, 
And a bill from the dealer as long aa the 
frame— 
That stylish spring bonnet, that new­ 
fangled bonnet, 
That fancy-priced bonnet that knocked 
my purse lame.

T h e P a h lftc K i n d e r g a r t e n . 
I snppoee there is no one who does 
not believe that the care of neglected 
children is the most necessary oí all 
charities. 
Y et for three years the 
Public Kindergarten has been strug­ 
gling 
to 
be 
recognised 
in Los 
Angeles, 
and 
to-day 
is 
repre­ 
sented by only one little school and 
an em barrassing want oí money. 
It 
has recently, however, received a 
new im petus, and in the hands oí the 
earnest women, who are resolved to 
force it upon the public, it is to be 
hoped th at better results will very 
soon follow. 
The school, which is a 
very interesting one, is situated on 
Sainsevain 
street, 
some 
distance 
below Garcia f-treet. 
I make this 
statem ent so that any one who is dis­ 
posed to visit it may find it without 
difficulty. 
I t is at present being in­ 
structed by Miss Correy and Miss 
Nellie O liver; but Miss Ella Clark is 
the 
enthusiastic 
and 
particularly 
qualified teacher who has until lately 
had the work 
in 
charge. 
81ie 
has 
recently 
been 
compelled 
to 
resign 
her 
position 
on 
ac­ 
count oí ill health, but she is work­ 
ing nobly outside, dispite her indispo­ 
sition, to arouse the people to a sense 
of their responsibility. 
Mrs. J . M. 
Johnson, the visiting Superintendent, 
is also intensely interested in the 
school; 
having at one tim e her­ 
self taught a private kiudergaiten, 
and thus 
being 
practically fitted 
to sn^iervise the work. The school­ 
room is bright and commodious and 
is decorated with pictures and mot­ 
toes pleasant to childish eyes. The 
class num bers about forty, but the 
attendance h as lately been limited on 
account of th e unpleasant weather. 
The parents of all of the pupils are 
extrem ely poor and m any of the little 
ones’ m others 
are 
employed all 
day in laundries and restaurants. 
Thus it can readily be seen that all 
these cbildion learn of truth and love 
and beauty they learn in their happy 
little school. All of them are comfort­ 
ably clad, with clean 
hands and 
faces; 
hut 
iu 
many 
instances 
their warm 
garm ents have been 
furnished |by the association, while 
th e use of soap and water is mainly 
due to the exertions of the teachers. 
The school now has m any progressive 
little w orkers; but at first it was with 
the greatest difficulty that even the 
attention of the brightest of them 
could l>e gained, so careless had been 
their previous associations. All of 
them now, though, seem to under­ 
stand their exercises, and with un­ 
m istakable delight ting their little 
songs, and m arch and work as they 
are directed. 
One little mite of 
three introduced herself to her teach­ 
ers by doubling up her tiny fists, and 
asserting, ‘*1 can fight. 
You bet, I 
c a n and anot her of about the same 
tender age was rather proud of her rep­ 
utation for profanity. 
Yet since their 
ideas have become expanded, they all 
make considerable effort to correct 
their 
gram mar and pronunciation, 
and seem highly pleased whenever 
they succeed in saying “ burst,” in­ 
stead of “ bu st,” etc. 
It m ust also be 
rem embered that the lessons they 
learn in the morning, they repeal to 
their mothers and their fathers in the 
evening, and thus become teachers 
as well as pupils. 
M any a little child 
in its innocence and unconsciousness 
has in this way reached the tender 
chords—long covered by the cobwebs 
of tim e and sin in some parent’s heart. 
One father came into the school one 
morning to enquire where he could 
get a book which contaiued the songs. 
I w ant,” he said, “ to learn to play 
them on the violin, so that I can ac­ 
company my little girl, who has a 
sweet voice when she sings them .” 
Afterwards the same child’s mo her 
gratefully assured th e teuchei that 
since the little one had learned to 
sing so beautifully, her husband staid 
at home of evenings instead of going 
to t ie saloon as hitherto. 
Miss (.'lark 
has many snch incidents to relate of 
her work, and all of which goto prove 
th a t although the smallest, the child 
is the greatest instrum ent of useful­ 
ness. 
But leaving the parents and 
the good th at may be indirectly done 
to them out of the question, it is of 
th e most vital importance th a t the 
young ideas should be projierly de­ 
veloped. 
“ Men are but children of 
a larger grow th,” and if followed 
fr -m the cradle to the grave, it will 
be found th a t the passions of afrer 
years were all feebly ot tlined in the 
earlier days of pinafores and round­ 
abouts. 
W atch a child closely and 
you will discover that no m atter how 
carefully it in trained, it bears upon 
its character the im press of inherited 
as well as original faults; while all of 
its associations, especially if they aye 
bad, are miirored learly in all its acts 
and words. 
If this, then, is true of 
children of well-to-do and excellent 
parents, how m uch more pronounced 
must it be in the histories of those 
less happily born? H undreds of these 
little waifs eome into a world in which 
there is 
apparently no place for 
them 
every 
year. 
They 
are 
unloved 
and 
unwelcoraea, 
un­ 
taught 
and uncared for. 
They 
know more of 
filth and of 
rags
